SITTING BULL QUIESCENT. 


Advices from Fort Randall. D. T., datei September 26 
state that Sitting Bull has made a formal demand through 
Col. Audrews, the commanding officer, for permission to 
visit Washiogton, taking with him Gall and other representa- 
tive men of his tribe to the number of ten or twelve ; fai 

in this, that some one especially commissioned by the grea 
father be sent to visit him, or that he be informed over the 
great father’s own signature just what it is proposed to do 
with him, and when it is to be done, In the interview with 
Col. Andrews, Sitting Bull expressed great respect for the 
missionaries of the Episcopal church, and desired that the 
education of his people be entrusted to them, aud that one 
of them should accompany bim to Washington. He de- 
clared that he was at peace with all the world with the ex- 
ception of the Crows, Assianiboines and Pigeons, with whom 
he was not able to make peace before coming to Buford, and 
that he only wished to know the will of the great father that 
he may obey it, being thoroughly satisfied that the United 
States is strong, and that nothing remains for his people to 
do but to go to work as other Indians have done and “raise 
their liviag out of the ground.” For this purpose he asked 
that his people be supplied with wagons, plows, white men’s 
clothing, horses and cattle, and that, as a representative 
mau, he should be furnished a wagon and pair of horses, 

The old chief expressed himself pleased with bis surround- 
ings, and convinced that he is in friendly hands, 

The move to Fort Randall has had a very subdning, salu- 
tary effect upon Sitting Bull, and he is represented as meek 
and gentle as the traditional savage that the eastern lovers 
of Lo fondly dream of, aud in his present isolation he is 
poy to submit to almost anything that is reasonable. The 
band now numbers thirty-eight men, fifty-five women and 
seventy-four children, a total of 167 souls. Sboot-the-Bear 
and family were sent back to Fort Yates on the steamer 
Sherman, a8 it was discovered that he was a member of 
Gall’s band and had come down from Buford with Sitting 

Bull in order to join Gall at Fort Yates. 

Lieut. Ogle is reported as saying that Sitting Bull, when 
the time arrived for his removal from Yates, showed the 
greatest reluctance at going, and Ool. G Ibert, commanding, 
told a guard to push him along. The soldier laid his hand 
on his shoulder, but the Indian remtined stubvora, when 
Gilbert thundered out : ‘Give him a sample of the butt of 
your musket ia his ribs. Treat him as you would a refrac- 
tory enlisted man.” Whereupon this ** Last of the Uncapa- 
pas,” this hero of the dirty handkerchief and the $5 pow: 
grapbs was most incontinently puoched in the diaphragm 
uatil he gruated again, and was glad to make a forced ad- 
vance to the shelter of the boilers, 

Sitting Bullis completely broken down—feels fully that 
‘his glory has departed,” and is about as dangerous now as 
bis yn son-in-law, Little Assinniboine, was last winter 
when Ilges had the ‘ darbies” put on him.

Ans.—There is 
no prospect that any civilian will be appointed in the Army 
this year. the law of June 14, 1878, requiring “ first, to ex- 
haust all U.S. M. A. gradaates of the current year, then 
meritorious non-commissioned officers who have been exsm- 
ined and recommended. prior to October 1.” Three addi- 
tional second lieutenants and some ten or more of the latter 
class of non-com. officers are now awaiting vacancies, and in 
addition to these provision must be made in advance for the 
graduating class of 1852, as that class will be smell, It is 
porsible that next year there may be some civilian appoint- 
wents provided existing laws then remain iu force. 

E. C. K. asks: Is an ex-officer of volunteers--invalid—en- 
titled to the benefits of the U. 8. Soldier's Home, or ae 
invalid non-commissione’ officers and privates on'y so er - 
titled? Ans.—Commissioned officers are not entitled to tle 
privileges of the U. 8. Soldier's Home. Consult, if practic- 
able, U. 8. Revised Statutes, sec. 4814 to 4824. 

Quaker Crty asks: Ist. Is it proper to come to an order 
arms from trail arms? 2d. Formation of column of fours 
into line by two movement: being a successive formation, 
do the guides of those companies that wheel into line by

To economize and get back his mert- 
gaged house, he let Chandler have the seat in the Senate and 
went to Peru. There he has lost his reputation as a public 
man. His divorce suit has riddled his private character. 
For months he has jbeen a public mock. Now bis room is 
broken open and a lot of jewelry he had taken in trust stolen. 
As Solon, the Greek philosopher, said, ‘Bet on no man’s 
luck until he is boxed.’”

NoticrnG the passage of Sinclair’s Battery C, 3d Artillery, 
through Baltimore, the Sun of that city says: “It excites 
more than a passing interest in its march through Maryland 
owing to the fact that it was while in command of this bat- 
tery at the battle of Palo Alto, in the Mexican war, that the 
gallant Marylander, Major Samuel Ringgold, was mortally 
wounded. Major Ringgold died from the effects of his 
wounds, three days afterwards, at Point Isabel, Texas, aged 
forty-six years. His body was brought to Baltimore and 
buried in Greenmount Cemetery. He was succeeded in com- 
mand of Battery C by Capt. Randolph Ridgely, of Maryland, 
who also fought bravely in the battle of Palo Alto. Captain 
Ridgely again distinguished himself in the battle of Resaca 
de la Palma, which took place next day after the battle of 
Palo Alto. He was killed at Monterey, Mexico, October 27, 
1846, by the fall of his horse. He was only thirty-two years 
old when he died. It was at the battle of Resaca de la Palma 
that Capt. Charles May, of Washingtou, and brother of Hon. 
Henry May, of Maryland, made the famous cavalry charge 
that won the day. Capt. Ridgely was succeeded in command 
of Battery C by Capt. Braxton Bragg, and it was to him and 
Batiery C that Gen. Taylor gave the famous command, 
‘Give ’em a little more grape,’ which was done with a ven- 
geance,” 

Tue Washington Sunday Herald reports Secretary Hunt 
as saying : 

Iam ccmpletely worn out by my Jabors during the past 
few months. I have not worked as hard before in twenty 
years. Before the President wes shot I came to my office 
before 9 o'clock, and did not leave before five and sometimes 
six o'clock. It is absolutely necessary that I should make 
these inspections of the various yards in order to see for my- 
self what is going on snd whatix needed. Since I have 
been the maritime minister I have saved the Government 
thousands of dollars. A board of officers, for whom I bave 
the most profound regerd,. submitted to mea report fevoring 
the purchase of a tract of land opposite the Norfolk Navy- 
yard, I made an examination for myself, and find that this 
same land is so low that it is flooded several times each vear.

During 
that time I have found him to be a straightforward, upright, 
and talented gentleman. He is a very scholarly and well 
informed man, and is much esteemed by those who are ac- 
quainted with him. I have not the slightest idea what 
changes will be made, but whatever is done in that direction 
will no doubt be acceptable to the couutry at large. He posses- 
ses remarkable knowledge of national affairs, and has had con- 
siderable experience amung the masses and will undoubtedly 
make a popular Executive. I predict his administration will 

8 prosperous and harmonious. My only fear is, that he 
will not have as able a Secretary of the Navy as his prede- 
cessor. 

_Marraew W. Avyuiom, the oldest pay clerk in the U.S. 
N., died on Saturday last, at his residence in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
in the 79th year of his age. Mr. Ayliom was a native of 
England, and was engaged in mercantile pursuits at Rio 
Janeiro, Brazil, and in the year i831, was appointed by the 
late Purser, Andrew J. Watson, attached to the U. 8. sloop 
of war Lexington, at Rio, his clerk. He afterward served in 
that capacity on board the St. Louis, from 1834 to 1833, and 
also on the frigate Raritan during the Mexican war ; was 
for many years clerk on board the U.S. receiving ship Penn- 
syloania, and from all the various pay officers with whom 
he served, he secured their utmost confidence and respect. 
He was considered one of the best accountants in the Navy. 
He resided for many years m Portsmouth, Va., where he 
built the Ocean House, and at one time possessed consider- 
able property, which he subsequently lost through reverses, 
ard the results of the rebellion. During the terrible yellow 
fever scourge which swept over Norfolk and Portsmouth in 
1855, carrying off many thousand :mbhabitants, Mrs. Ayliom, 
the wife of deceased was conspicuous in her noble devotion 
to the cause of charity, in nursing and administering to the 
wants of the afilicted. Mrs. Ayliom fell a victim to the yel- 
low fever at that time. The remains of this veteran clerk, 
who, since the war, has been connected with the Navy Pay 
Office at New York, were taken to Portsmouth, Va., for 
interment.

The campaigns by which they were attained are machinery 
only waiting the advent of improved engines to fall to the 
price of old iron. They are precious to the students of mili- 
tary science, as are the bones of a plesiosaurus to a compara- 
tive anatomist. To others they are little more than curious 
antiquities. Gen, Burnside was able to measure personally 
the interval separating the strategy of Moltke from the 
sledge-hammer blows given and received on the banks of the 
Potomac. His tigure is visible coming and going ia the vera- 
cious chronicle of Here Busch. He was as candid as he was 
clear-sighted. He would have been among the foremost to 
acknowledge that in 1870 a new account had been opened in 
the ledger of war, which cancelled most of the entries to the 
debt or credit of himself, his comrades, and his adver- 
saries.””

At Sitka, 
Alaska. From Sitka, Alaska, Sept. 8, Comdr. E. P, Lull 
writes as follows to the Secretary of the Navy: 

Str: I have the honor to infcrm the Department that 
since the date of my last report everything has been quiet in 
the Territory. 

On the mornivg of the 15th ultimo the Wachusett got 
under way with the Jamestown in tow. Casting off thirty 
miles from the anchorage the Jamestown proceeded on her 
way with a fair wind. 

We then shaped a course for the harbor of Shicon (approxi- 
mate position, lat. 56 deg. 10 min. N., long. 132 deg. 12 min. 
W., not shown on chart.) Were detained two days by fog ; 
anchored in Shicon Aug. 16. Left Shicon Aug. 19, arriving 
at Kootzenoo the same night. Left Kootzenoo Aug. 21 and 
proceeded to Hoonzoh. Left Hoonzoh Aug, 22 and reached 
Chileat the same evening. Just before reaching the 
anchorage at the latter place the ship was run upon 
a mud bank, but got her off in a few minutes, 
without trouble or damage of any sort. The pilot 
declared -the bank which was at the mouth of the river 
to be a new formation, but from its form and the depth 
of water near at hand it has evidently been thousands of 
years in reaching its present magnitude. It is not shown 
in any chart or sketch in our possession, but was well known 
by the Indians. The pilot had been running in a light draft 
vesse] which would have gone safely where we took the 
bottom. 

On the 25th we left Chilcat for Rockwell. where we arrived 
on the afternoon. Left Rockwell on the 26th, reaching this 
place the following day. 

At Shicon is the site of a sawmill, recently burned down, 
but which is soon tu be rebuilt. There is but a small ranch 
of Indians, and all quiet and orderly. 

Kootzenoo is a large village, in the main very quiet; but 
the white traders located near by informed me that the liquor 
known as hoochenoo was often distilled by the Indians, pro- 
ducing broils and fights among themselves, though they did 
not in any way molest the few whites who were there. The 
same story was told at Hoonezah. There was, of course, no 
sign at either place during our visits. Nothing but the ab- 
solute suppression of the sale of molasses and cheap sugar 
will prevent the preparation of hoochenoo, 

At Chilcat I sent for the chiefs and leading men of the 
two totems—Whales and Crows—that had recently been at 
war with each other. I found that they had just settled 
their difficulties by the payment of one hundred blankets by 
the former to the latter, and in my presence they shook 
hands and promised to live peaceably with each other and 
with the whites. They have never molested the latter. 

The villages of these people are, unfortunately, twenty- 
ive miles beyond the reach of. the ship, being up a rapid 

nd shallow river. Still, I think there is no danger of fur- 

ber collision among them unless caused by hoochenoo. 

Since the return of the ship to this place a difficulty grow- 

‘ng out of the suicide of a Chilcat Indian in the guard-house 
here, last winter, reported at the time by Comdr. Glass, and 
which was caused by the interference in his domestic affairs 
by a Sitka Indian, has been adjusted by the payment of 
blankets by the friends of the latter to the relatives of the 
suicide. 1 had a strong impulse to forbid this, but as, ac- 
cording to Indian law, it was a just transaction, in which 
both parties agreed, I did not interfere, beyond restraining 
the rather large demands of one of the Chilcat chiefs. 
These men belong to a different totem from those of the 
Chileats recently at war, and are reported by the trader and 
missionary located near them to inoffensive men, very 
little given to hoochenoo.

At Rockwell I found everything quiet. Lieut.-Command- 
er Pigman was making good progress in the preparation of 
quarters for the officers and men during the coming winter. 
Since our return here I have received a note from Lieut.- 
Commonder Pigman informing me that an old feud between 
the Koolzedods and Auks had been adjusted in his presence 
by the voluntary act of the former, who had come to Rock- 
well for that purpose. This, I have no doubt, is the out~ 
growth of the successful efforts of Commander Glass to 
make peace between the different tribes during last year. 
A convention was held on the 16th ult. at Rockwell, at which 
an urgent appeal was made to the Presideut and Congress 
to establish a civil government for this territory. An elec- 
tion was held on the 5th instant to choose a delegate to pre- 
rent the resolutions at the next session of Congress. Seve- 
ral appeals have been made to me during the month to set- 
tle conflicting claims to property, but I have declined to in- 
terfere in any such cases,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Messrs, Patton, Vickers, and Co., issued invitations to 
visit the new steamer Lydian Monarch, of the Monarch 
Line, on Saturday, Oct. 1, at her dock, Pavonia Ferry, Jersey 
City. Lunch was served from 1 to 3 p. m., after which con- 
gratuiatory speeches were made and responded to by the 
guests and officers assembled. 

THE naval court of inquiry appointed to inquire into the 
difficulties existing between Capt. Thomas O. Selfridge, 
commandant of tne Torpedo Station, and Lieut. Meigs, one 
of the instructors there, met at the commandant’s head- 
quarters, Newport, R. I., Oct. 3. It was voted immediately 
after the organization that the court sit with open doors. 
It is expected that the examination of the witnesses, a large 
number of whom have been summoned from distant places, 
will occupy at least one week. 

INFORMATION has been received from Panama that a new 
island has been discovered in latitude 7 deg. 48 min. south, 
and longitude 83 deg. 48 min. west, about one hundred miles 
west of Punta Aguja, the nearest land. It is said to be of 
voleanic origin, about fifty feet high at the highest elevation, 
one mile long and one mile wide. The British steamer 
Kingfisher, the Alaska, and Chilian transport Chili have 
— to verify the new addition to the geography of the 
world. 

Tue Brooklyn Eagle, of Sept. 30, says: Patrick Lynch, a 
gunner in the U. 8. Navy, has sued Ella Lynch for absolute 
divorce, The case came on in the Special Term of the 
Supreme Court, at Brooklyn, last week, on a motion for 
alimony and counsel fees. Domestic infelicity, arising from 
difference of religion, seems to be at the root of the trouble. 

Tue whaling bark Legal Tender arrived at San Francisco 
from the Arctic Ocean Sept. 26. She reports having spoken 
the revenue cutter Corwin, from which she brings intelli- 
gence to the effect that the Corwin landed on Herald Island 
and explored it. Subsequently the steamer made a landing 
at Wrangel Land and formally took possession of it in the 
name of the United States. Capt. Hooper ordered an ex- 
ploration of the territory, but the exploring parties found no 
signs of human habitation. They report the country as 
desolate and sterile beyond description. No traces of the 
Jeannette were discovered. The Corwin, after taking a new 
supply of coal, would proceed, Aug. 17, again westward to 
Wrangell Land, in hopes of seeing the odgers and hearing 
something of the Jeannelle. 

Tuer Norfolk Landmark, of Oct. 1, says : Carpenter Luther 
R. Martin, of this city, lately detached from the Jamestown, 
on the Pacific Station, returned home yesterday....The 
royal vi itor was the sensation at the yard yesterday....The 
following officers, appointing a board to regulate the wages 
of the workingmen of the yard, commenced their labors 
yesterday : Naval Constructor Thomas E, Webb. President ;

Tue Newport News, of Oct. 5, says: ‘It is now pretty 
certain that the naval training school will not be perma- 
nently located at Newport. .We learn that some of the 
Officials feel that,-while the city has many advantages and 
offers numerous attractions, there are serious drawbacks and 
peculiar embarrassments not likely to be overcome. Chief 
among these, we are told, is the conviction that no proper 
effort is made on the part of the city to enforce the laws 
prohibiting the sale of liquor to minors and relating to other 
nuisances. We do not understand that a formal decision 
has been reached in the premises, but have it on good 
authority that the Secretary of the Navy takes this view of 
the subject. At New London it is felt that the people are 
disposed to co-operate in earnest with the officers in charge 
of the ships, while here it is felt to be otherwise.” On the 
contrary, a Newport despatch to the New York Telegram 
quotes Capt. Luce as saying that he does not anticipate a 
change. It adds: ‘‘ Certain underhanded influences are at 
work here on the part of disgruntled office seekers and also 
on the part of persons owning real estate near Coaster’s 
Harbor Island, who claim that their property will decrease 
in value if the boys are allowed to roam about, and work in 
opposition to the school being permanently located here. 
There are some in high position who are secretly trying to 
interfere with the plans of Capt. Luce and to emoarrass him 
in every particular. ‘These facts are to be laid before Secre- 
tary Hunt at once. When the ‘true inwardness* of the 
opposition is officially made public it will create a sensation 
in naval circles, at least.” ‘The Washington Herald reports 
Secretary Hunt as saying: “I intend to make a careful 
investigation of the two sites—one at Newport and 
the other at New London—offered by the States of 
Rhode Island and Connecticut, respectively, upon which 
to erect a naval training station. The former claims 
the advantages of deeper water, the torpedo station, 
and social qualifications, which seem- to have more weight 
with the average officer than all the other advantages com- 
bined. Newport is considered a very desirable detail. If we 
decide to locate the training station there, it will cort con- 
siderable for the erection of suitable buildings, etc., although 
the ground has been tendered to the Government by the 
State. The principal advantage New London possesses is that 
astation is already established there, and the expense of 
fitting it up would not be very great, but many claim that 
the water there is insufficient for the purpose.”

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THE ARMY OF THE PRESENT. 

As this is about the time for the yearly official reports, 
we cannot do better than follow the established custom, 
and submit our report of military matters, so far as 
they have come under our observation, during the past 
year. In Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan’s Division, comprising 
the Departments of the Missouri, Platte, Dakota, and 
Texas, the troops have been actively engaged during, it 
may be said, the whole of the year in keeping, or en- 
deavoring to keep, the hostile, and in many cases the 
peaceably inclined, Indians in good order, sometimes 
with successful results, and often with results, though 
successful in the main, not entirely so. The surrender 
of Sitting Bull, the dispersion and caging of other hos- 
tile bands within the past few months, has done much 
towards producing a tolerably peaceful state of affairs ; 
but there yet remains much to do, and the troops have 
no little work on their hands. 

In Major-Geo. McDowell’s command, the Division of 
the Pacific, embracing the Departments of California, 
Arizona, and the Columbia, the Indians have of !ate given 
a good deal of trouble, especially in Arizona. Gen. Miles, 
in Columbia, and Gen. Willcox, in Arizona—officers of 
large experience iu Indian affairs—afford to the country 
the knowledge that whatever it is possible to do, with 
the limited forces at their command, will be done to- 
wards securing peace and good order. ‘These officers, 
as is well known, believe in a fair and square method of 
dealing with the tribes, and if their hands are as pro- 
perly upheld by the Interior Department as they are by 
the War Department, the settlers at the more exposed 
points of our remote frontiers may prosecute their 
pioneer labors in the cause of human progress and civi- 
lization with a better sense of security than they have 
heretofore enjoyed. 

The smallness of our Army, even were it all avail- 
able for service in the I[ndian country, is a source of 
continual vexation and disappointment, and the great- 
est credit—though, alas! credit is not always given 
where it is most justly due—should be given to our 
military commanders who have done so much effectual 
work with so little material. 

The necessity, occasioned by the repeated outbreaks, 
for moving troops rapidly to exposed points, annually 
absorbs a large portion of the transportation funds, and 
regiments serving at unhealthy posts have perforce to 
be retained at them long after their tours have expired. 
This ie disastrous in a sanitary point of view, and any- 
thing but beneficial to their morai and their discipline. 
There should, we think, he a fixed period for the stay 
of all regiments in the several localities garrisoned by 
them, and no deviation from the rule unless in cases of 








the most extreme emergency. This, though a little 
more expensive, would, in our opinion, soon produce 
the most favorable results. 

The colored regiments have at length found out that 
Texas is not to be their only place of service, and we 
see no reason why these regiments, which have been on 
active frontier duty almost continually since their or- 
ganization, should not be permitted to come, in their 
turns, to a cantonment in the East for needed rest and 
recuperation, and where they would have good opportu- 
nity for military instruction and training. The colored 
soldiers have now amply proved their right to precisely 
the same treatment, in a military sense, as their white 
brethren, and officers and men are entitled to an equal 
mixture of the fat and the lean. 

The recruiting branch of the service is now in thor- 
ough condition, and the many needed and judicious 
changes made in its management under Gen. Drum’s 
directions have worked wonders. Quality and not 
quantity is locked for, and an inspection of the 
regiments will afford clear evidence that a better mate- 
rial than ever is now being enlisted. The depots are in 
good working order, and the system of drafting recruits 
from them to depleted regiments, as now administered, 
sends to the field men a little versed in the school of the 
soldier, instead of a purely raw material, as used to be 
the case. As the present system grows older, the bene- 
ficial effects will be more clearly seen and correspond- 
ingly appreciated. 

In Major-Gen. Hancock's Military Division of the 
Atlantic the trvops have had their full share of duty, 
which, though not of the perilous sort, has been none 
the less useful to the country. The many exigencies of 
public affairs have called frequently for their services, 
and at all times they have been found ready and efti- 
cient. Duty of whatever sort, well done, is the true 
standard of military excellence, and it should be borne 
in mind that a soldier’s duty is not wholly to fight, but 
that in times of peace there are many services for him to 
perform of a national character, in the direction of 
peace and good order and human progress, and that 

“They also serve who only stand and wait.” 

The Ordnance Department has had a busy year, and 
the Heavy and Light Artillery Boards, the Board on 
Magazine Guns, etc., for some time past in session, bear 
witness to the efforts being made to develop our offen- 
sive and defensive weapons to the highest pitch of ex- 
cellence. 

During the year many important changes in uni- 
form have been made. The changes are generally 
satisfactory, and only now require some few modifica- 
tions made apparent by actual wear. ‘The new helmet 
is especially attractive, and liked by officers and men. 

The progress of the new school of instruction estab- 
lished at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, for cavalry and 
infantry, has been retarded by the necessities of active 
service, but steps are now being taken to enable it to 
commence cperations, and by next year we may hope 
to see it in good runniog order and fulfilling its spe- 
cial task. The Artillery School at Fort Monroe 
has continued its successful and useful career, and, 
having achieved its reputation in the past, nothing is 
left for it but to add fresh laurels. Torpedo and other 
instruction at Willet’s Point, under Gen. Abbot, has been 
zealously pursued and fostered, and the extension of 
the privileges of the school, outside of the engineers, 
should not be underestimated. Indeed nowadays in the 
matter of military instruction in almost every branch 
the means are so ample that those who are not instructed 
have themselves to blame. 

The Signal Service is still on the high road to success, 
and has now become so much a part and parcel of our 
daily life that to lose it would be a public calamity. 
In brief the Army is now well instructed, well housed, 
well fed, well clothed; its barracks well lighted, its 
schools and reading rooms amply provided with ineuas 
for those who wish t> use them, and what is also an 
essential particular, well ofticered and well manned. 

The Army, as we have shown, isin excellent order, 
but it wants more men. Our infantry and cavalry com- 
panies are too small for effective and rapid action, and 
before reinforcements—brought usually from long dis- 
tances—can be landed on the scene of operations the 
chances of success have often been lost, and as a conse- 
quence the cost of victory increased. Were the 
companies larger the opposite might, nay would, result. 
It is a false economy to maintain the companies at a 
skeleton figure. The cost of transportation in moving 
troops here, there, and everywhere, {0 meet emergen- 
cies, is immense, equal possibly to the cost of maiutain- 
ing an additional! 5,000 meu, leaving out of consideration 
the vital question of loss of force aud time which results 
from depleted ranks. The recruiting service should be 
liberally. dealt with. We have noticed that of late 
years the appropriation has been so small as to make it 
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extremely difficult to carry out even what is most 
necessary. The schools of instruction, artillery, cavalry 
and infantry should be given generous support and 
recognition, not only as to buildings required for their 
uses, but as to the means and matériel necessary for the 
full development of their specialties. 

Creedmovur missed the Army, in a representative 
capacity, this year, and the Army has been withdrawn 
from Creedmoor to its hurt. If the expenses cannot be 
met out of the general appropriations then it might be 
well to have a special one, but the excellence which has 
been attained in rifle practice and the zeal which has 
been displayed in carrying it out should not be per- 
mitted to die a natural death to satisfy a mistaken 
economy. 

The pay of the enlisted men needs some slight readjust- 
ment, but as we adverted to this point a few weeks since 
we only refer to it now. In the opinion of many the 


soldiers should be paid oftener, once a month at least. 


The bill providing for the retirement of non-commis- 
sioned officers, etc., with a scale of pension based on 
service, should not be allowed to slumber in congres- 
sional pigeon-holes; neither should that to establish 
the grade of post quartermaster-sergeant. The Army 
has its schools. Hus it its schoolmasters? If the 
school system is to be of practical goud, competent 
schoolmasters must be provided. A decent scale of 
payment would doubtless solve the difficulty. 

The questions of compulsory retirement and lineal pro- 
motion should receive immediate attention ; the former 
especially, if the fountain of honor—promotion—is to 
be kept pure and lifegiving. 

The question of the transfer of the Indian Bureau to 
the War Department should be forced to a conclusion. 
It is a national question of supreme importance. The 
voice of the country is, we think, in favor of it; past 
events justify it, and present needs require it. 

The Army should have its own Creedmoor. ‘There 
are several military posts, of now but little use as 
fortifications, which could with small expense be adapted 
for the purpose, and where ranges, certainly to any 
distance prescribed in Laidley’s, are available. A com- 
mandant and a few officers to superintend would be a 
suffice to run the machine in proper order. 

Many other suggestions in the way of improvement 
und progress recur to us of which we may make men- 
tion at a future time. The Army of the present is 
so ripe for improvement, so intelligent, so willing and 
so energetic, that it is entitled to, and should receive, a 
liberal public encouragement. Soldiering, at the present 
day, is not the pastime many suppose it tobe. The 
otlicer of to-day has to be cultured, brave, patient, judi- 
cious, submitting cheerfully to privations and dangers, 
and ready always to go forward to what may prove 
certain death. He has to keep pace with the scientific 
professional requirements of the times. He has to be 
ready for any emergency, to be qualified for almost any 
duty, a quartermaster to-day, a commissary to-morrow; 
an engineer the next, a drill master always; somewhat 
of alawyer, and soon. Of the soldier in the ranks 
much the same may he said, though perhaps in a less 
degree. He hasto do his duty always, whether it be 
easy or hard, and if he gets a soft place this week he 
may have a most undesirable one the next. Certainly 
all this deserves more than a passing recognition, or 
occasional tribute called forth by some special act. 

To our congressional friends we dedicate the foregoing 
remarks in the hope that when they are next assembled 
to pass upon the requirements of the Army, in each and 
every aspect, they may do it in no parsimonious spirit, 
but with a just appreciation of its services in the past 
aud present and a sincere desire to strengthen its hands 
for the duty yet before it. 








YORKTOWN NOTES: 

EverytHinG now points to a successful demonstra- 
tion at Yorktown. There will be present from 20 to 25 
Governors of States, with their military staffs, from 10 
to 25 each. Dignitaries from all the thirteen original 
States, from fifteen to twenty thousand troops, about 
six thousand Masons, and from forty to fifty bands of 
music. All the North Atlantic Squadron, and such 
other Naval vessels as can be spared with about 2,000 
sailors and 490 or 500 marines. It is expected that all 
the Regular troops will be there by Saturday or Mon- 
day. General Hancock will go down next Tuesday. 
Some changes in the Regular troops from those already 
announced, will be made. The Nelson House has been 
fixed up for the French guests, who are expected to be 
present. The .Moore House is for the occupancy of 
the Governor of Virginia, whu will reeeive the Presi- 
deat aud foreign guests on the morning of October 
18th at Lafayette Hall. Tae programme of exercises 
Will be out in a day or two. Col. Corbin has “issued a 


circular relating to the care and reception of troops } 
visiting Yorktown, and has urged all to be in season for 
he parade of Thursday, Oct. 20. 

Lieut. Commander H. C. White has been appointed 
by Rear Admiral Wyman, Harbor Master at Yorktown 
and has assumed his duties there. A tug will report to 
him to assist him in his duties. The Mayflower, Stan- 
dish and Fortune, at Norfolk, will report to Rear 
Admiral Wyman, about 12tn Oct. for duty. 

Rear Admiral Wyman left the anchorage, North 
River, with Tennessee, Kearsarge, Vandalia and Yan- 
tic, the French corvette, Dumont d@ Urville, in company, 
on Thursday, October 3d, to await the arrival of the 
French guests at Quarantine station. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 5, the French delegates arrived 
at New York, and were received with all bonors. It 
had been arranged to transfer the distingushed visitors 
from the steamer Cancda to the flag-ship Tennessee, 
but although the latter steamed down to Quarantine, 
the wind and sea were so high that it was deemed pru- 
dent not to attempt the transfer. The American and 
French men-of-war, properly disposed, and with their 
flags duly disposed in honor of the guests escorted the 
Canada, whose rigging was covered with bunting. The 
committee boarded the Canada, and cordial saluta- 
tions were exchanged. 

The members of the delegation are Commandant 
Lichtenstein, official representative of President Grevy 
and of the French Republic; Gen. Boulanger, com- 
mandant of the 14th brigade of cavar-y at Valence; 
Col. Bossan, Lieut.-Col. Blondel, Chef du Battalion 
du Genie Bureaux de Pusy, Capt. Mason (who is the 
son of a Virginian, and American ‘,orn) and wife, 
Lieut. Pourcet de Sahune. Of the Navy are Capt. 
C. de Cuverville, Capt. Descamps, Lieut. Schilling, 
and Sub. Lieut. Count de Grasse. The invited guests 
are the Marquis and Marquise de R¢chambeau, Count de 
Beaumont; M. de Corcelles, a yepresentative of the 
family of Lafayette: M. Boulard’ Folqueville, Marquis 
L. Lestrade, Viscount de Noaille/,, Viscount d’Hausson- 
ville ; Count d’Olonne and his son, Viscount d’Olonue ; 
Viscount Christian d’Aboville, M. Felix Regamey, and 
Mme. Loyseau. As the Canada steamed up the Bay 
every steam-boat and tug tnat passed her saluted with 
whistles, and mauy of the crafts hoisted French flags. 
On passing Governor’s Island a salute was fired from 
Fort Columbus, which was immediately replied to by 
the guns of the French flag-ship Magicienne. Arriving 
at Pier 1, North River, the distinguished visitors were 
greeted by the ‘‘ Marseillaise,” played by the band of 
the 7th Regiment, N. G. 8S. N. Y. Col. Clark saluted 
them, and then giving the command to march, he 
wheeled his regiment in ahead of the carriages 
and proceeded up Broadway. The sidewalks were 
thronged with spectators, and several buildings dis- 
played French flags. 

On Thursday morning the French visitors visited the 
Tennessee to return Admiral Wynam’s call. They atter- 
ward breakfasted with Admiral Halligon, of the Magi. 
cienne. At three o’clock this afternoon they were re- 
ceived by Governor Cornell in the fifth Avenue Hotel, 
and afterward witnessed the annua! review of the First 
Division, N. G. 8. N. Y., in Madison square. 

On Friday, agreeably to the programme already an- 
nounced, General Hancock and his staff went up with 
the French guests to West Point on the Kearsarge, the 
band of the 3d Artillery from Fort Hamiltun accom. 
panying the party. 

The squadron will proceed to Yorktown, stopping 
at Hampton Roads, and arriving about the 12th of Oct. 
On the 30th September Rear Admiral Wymaa accom- 
panied the commission on a visit to Rear Admiral Hal- 
ligon. 

The steamers Despatch and Tallapoosa, which are the 
only vessels possessing accommodations for passengers, 
will be used during the celebration for the comfort of 
the President and Cabinet, and the invited guests from 
abroail. 

The Franklin will accommodate about 75 persons, 
and Admiral Porter will designate those who will have 








the privilege of quarters on board. The Government 
having no means to defray the expenses of such per- 
sons, they will have to bear them themselves. 

The Portsmouth and Sarutoga, of the Training Prac- 
tice Squadron, will participate in the ceremonies, and

follows: 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Sm: As the attention of the public is at this time being 
drawn to Yorktown, owing to the approaching Centennial 
Celebration of the Surrender of Lord Cornwallis and his 
army, it may not be out of place to furnish a description of the 
waters approaching Yorktown, with its magnificent harbor. 

In the summer of 1857 I was in command of a hydro- 
graphic party employed upon the U. 8. Coast Survey, then 
under the superintendence of Professor A. D. Bache. A 
part of my summer’s work was in making a survey of York 
River, and I herewith transmit the following extracts frcm 
my report : 

‘* From Cape Henry—entrance into Chesapeake Bay —to the 
mouth of York River (Yorkspit Lightship) is thirty miles ; 
then up the river to Yorktown it is fourteen miles further, 
making the town a distance of forty-four miles from tbe sea. 

“The location of Yorktown is elevated, and it could be 
easily fortified at moderate expense against attack either by 
land or water. It affords a harbor sufficient for the lergest 
navy—navies indeed—and commercial marine ; and next to 
Newport, Rhode Island, it is, in my judgment, the safest and 
the most commodious harbor in the United States; always 
free from ice in the winter. 

‘*No one can look at the chart cf the lower part of York 
River, from the entrance up to Yorktown, without proncunc- 
ing ita harbor of the first class in every particular. There 
is no bar at the mouth of this river, and the least water to 
be passed over in entering it is thirty-three feet at low tide 
near the tail of York spit in Chesapeake Bay. After passiug 
this the water deepens to six, seven and eight fathoms, in- 
creasing in depth, in passing up the channel, to eleven and 
twelve fathoms abreast of Yorktown, where the shore is 
very bold, and wharves carried out fifty feet or less strike 
five fathoms of water. The channel of the river is more than 
a mile in width, and with a few buoys and beacons judi- 
ciously placed the heaviest line-of-battle ships could beat up 
and down the river without the least difficulty.” 

After the war of 1812-15 a Board of Officers was ordered 
to examine and report upon the best sites for Navy-yards 
along our coast. I have heard it stated in Naval circles more 
than once that the late Commodore David Porter, who was 
a member of the board, advocated Yorktown. 

Impartial professional men at this day would not hesitate 
to say that a great mistake was made in not locating the 
Navy-yard here instead of at Norfolk. 

I should like no prettier piece of seamanship than to take 
the line-of-battle ship Ohio, in her palmy days, with the wind 
dead ahead, with a flood tide, and just “‘beat” her up from 
Cape Henry to the wharves of Yorktown.

Masor-Gen. Hanoook, as President of the National 
Rifle Association, has accompanied the presentation of 
the Traver’s badge to Private Cavanagh, of the Batta- 
lion of Engineers, its winner at the recent Creedmoor 
meeting, with the following graceful and interesting 
letter to Gen. H. L. Abbot, U. S. A., commander of 
the Battalion at Willet’s Point : 


I send you herewith the “ Traver’s Badge "—the first prize 
in the skirmishing match at Creedmoor—which was won by 
Frivate John Cavanagh, of your command. 

Tbis match is one in which I take a special interest as in- 
troducing a new departure in rifle matches. While giving 
the credit that is due to the competitors in those contests in 
which the shooting is done deliberately, and at fixed dis- 
tances (in which so much skill has been displayed at the re- 
cent meeting of the National Rifle Association), it must be 
remembered that this expertness, to be useful to the soldier. 
should be et ae with the ability to rapidly and accu- 
rately estimate the distance which separates him from his 
mark, and to at once adjust his aim accordingly. The object 
of the Nationwl Rifle Association is to increase the military 
strength of the country, by making skill in the use of arms 
as prevalent as it was in the days of the Revolution, when it 
did. so much toward preserving the liberties of the country. 
That proportional value is at the present day to be ascribed 
to corresponding skill in arms is strikingly. shown in the vic- 
tories receutly obtaiued by the riflemen of South Africa over 
disciplined regular troops. Recognizing these facts, the 
sent match was established by the National Rifle Antstiliod 
to develop, both in the Army and in the National Guard of 
the country, an interest iu the kind of shooting best suited 
to war, and I am pleased to see an interest has been displayed 
in it, which will, I think, cause it to } a mgs eventually attrac- 
tive, and by stimulating practice in this kiud of shooting to 
increace the efficiency of the National Guard and the Army. 

It was my desire to show my appreciation of this match by 
presenting personally ths badge at the close of the contest, 
but I regret I was unable to do so. 

I therefore transmit the badge to you with the request that 
you will present it to Private Oavanagh, its winner, in front 
of his battalion, and in so doing convey to him and to his 
otlicers and comrades my congratulations upon his success, 
as well as the pleasare I feel in seeing that the Army is able 
to show that it can hold its own in practical military rifle 
shooting. 

These are good words and true, and the Army will be 
thankful to Gen. Hancock for them. 

Gen. Abbot has published the letter in orders, and an- 
nounced that, as requested by Gen. Hancock, the medal 
will be presented to Private Cavanagh by the command- 
ing officer, in front of the battalion, at the dress parade 
at which the order is published.

Her speed is under ten knots, a 
most ridiculous result in these days. She is nominally 
aram, but as her motive power will not enable her to 
overtake any modern vessel, it is a little difficult to 
see how the ram can be brought into play. The orna- 


mentation of her cabins aud officers’ quarters is of the | 


barber-shop style. I beg pardon—most barber shops 
in these days are ornamented in good taste—the orna- 
mental work of the Lancaster is loud and vulgar to the 
ast degree. Iam told it wiil all be painted over short- 
ly, yet i has cost the Government a mint of money, 
‘and the ship herself, as she stands, has depleted the 
U. 8 Treasury to the tune of over a million dollars. 
That is, I am told, a modest estimate. And what is she 
after all? A wooden ship, with the speed of a canal 
boat! If we must have wooden ships, at least let us 
have ships like the Trenton and Vandalia, which have 
respectable speed.” 

The N. Y. Herald reports that Admiral Porter has 
transmitted to the Navy Department, with a vigorous 
endorsement of his own, the report of the Buard ap- 
pointed to inspect the Lancaster, The Board are dis- 
satisfied with the engines of the vessel. In one case a 
slide valve required fourteen men of the engineer force 
to open and shut it, and this is now being removed to 
be replaced by one designed in 1863 and used in the 
Navy during the rest of the war. The one now being 
put in can be worked by two men. The Board also 
finds great fault with the manner in which the battery 
is mounted on board. Special carriages for the ten-inch 
and eight-inch rifles were designed by the Ordnance 
Bureau, with the pneumatic buffers and slides, and 
were built at a Boston iron company’s works and at the 
Washington Navy-yard from the drawings furnished 
and at great cost. The Board reports on these that 
they take so much room on the gun deck that there is 
actually no room to manceuvre the whole battery at 
ounce, and it is almost impossible to work the ship on 
the same account. Fault is also found with the ship in 
other ways, but Captain Gherardi and the executive 
officer, Lieutenant-Commander Caspar F. Goodrich, are 
c mended for the drill and discipline of the crew and 
the appearance of the ship. 








THE NAVAL ADVISORY BOARD. 

Tue sub-committees of the Naval Advisory Board 
have not allowed the interval that has elapsed since the 
Board separated for summer work, to pass unimproved. 
The Board, it will be remembered, is as follows:

The sub-conimittees were constituted as follows :

Equipment—Johnson, Evans, McKenzie. 

Engines—Isherwood, Loring, Manning. 

Ordnance—Houieen, Very. 

Internal Arrangements—Orowninehield, Collins. 

The Suvd-Committee on Engines have already outlined 
their work, giving the size and capacity of the steam 
machinery, including the coal required, with the coal 
stowage to be allowed for in the hulls. The Ordnance, 
Equipment, and Internal Arrangements Committees 
have in like manner outlined their views. The Con- 
struction Committee have made ready plans of sea-going 
cruisers, after the general system indicated in the 
columns of the JourNAL last July, and on which all the 
sub-committees have based their calculations. That is, 
the three classes, known for purposes of preliminary 
discussion as the fifteen, fourteen, and thirteen knot 
ships, are to be built of iron, while the ten-kuot or 
eleven-knot gunboat type is to be built of wood, and 
specially adapted to such service as that, for example, 
on the Chinese rivers. Large space in each vessel of 
every type will be given tothe steam-machinery, so 
that the speed called for may certainly be realized, 
while full sail power will be added, in order to econo- 
mize coalin ordinary cruising. While no full official 
anncuncement of the precise results obtained is as yet 
made, there is reasun to believe that the following de- 
scription given in a letter from the Portsmouth, N. H., 
Navy-yard, 1s correct in its general views : 


The large or fifteen-knot ship is to have a spar deck and 
carry twenty-four or more guns, consisting of twenty-two 
six-inch breech-loading rifles aud two or four eight-inch 
rifles, the latter mouated oa pivot carriages on the spar deck 
and having a direct fire fore and aft. The French system, 
somewhat modified, of platforms | ny my - from the sides 
of the ship, oa which the heavy ri may be mounted, has 
been adopted, thus giving a wide range of fire. The engines 
of all the heavy cruisers are to be of the compound type, with 
three cylinders. The boilers, cylindrical in form, are de- 
signed to carry eighty pounds of steam, and the bunkers 
will stow coal enough to drive the ship with full power for 
six and a half days at a rate of fifteen knots per hour. Of

model is a beautiful one, combining speed with great carry- 
ing capacity. She will be 358 feet long, with 50 feet beam, 
ship rigged, and will have a four-bladed propeller.

The second class sloop-of-war will be 270 feet long and 40 
feet beam, with a displacement of 3,026 ton. Her arma- 


{ment will consist of eight guns, six and eight inch breech- 


loading rifles. 

The gunboat designed by the Advisory Board will be 193 
feet long, 27 feet 3 inches beam, and about 10 feet draught 
of water. They are to be driven by compound double-cylin- 
der engines of 550 estimated horse power and carrying 160 
tons of coal. Their armament will be one six-inch breech- 
loading rifle pivoted amidships, and two thirty-pounder rifles 
mounted on the bow and at the stern. They will be schooner 
rigged, carrying a topsail, and will be handy under canvas. 


The interest in this matter is great, now that the time 
specified by Secretary Hunt for the report of the Board 
approaches, and we shall place the result as soon as 
officially announced before our readers. 








ATTENTION has been called to the article on page 188 
of the Journat of Oct. 1, the question being—“ Is not 
the opinion of Attorney-General Pierrepont of May 29, 
1876, Vol. 15, Attorney-General’s Opinions, the proper 
one to be taken on this subject?” In summing up, he 
says: ‘‘As I conceive, there 1s nothing in the two 
sections referred to, viz., sections 1310 and 1314 of the 
Revised Statutes, which forbids the assignment of an 
Army officer holding the rank of major-general to the 
place of Superintendent of the Military Academy.” 

This point is correctly taken. There has never been 
any violation of the law in the assignment of an officer 
of ‘‘uny arm of the Service” to the position of super- 
intendent, since section 1314, R. S., expressly allows it, 
in the precise phrase we have quoted. 

But if our readers will turn to section 1334 and will 
there read the words ‘‘the Superintendent of the Mili- 
tary Academy shall have the pay of a colonel,” as well 
as the provision in section 1810 concerning his rank, it 
will become evident that the Revised Statutes did not 
contemplate the creation of a ‘‘ department” at West 
Point, for the purpose of securing to the superintendent, 
as commander also of the department, the rank and pay 
of a general officer. Of course general officers who 
obey the assignment to a department so created are not 

o be criticised for obedience to orders. 








In the old days when sailing ships ruled the waves, 
there were dangers enough from storms, reefs, lee 
shores, fire, icebergs and gunpowder, to make the 
sailor’s life one of peril, while steam brought in a 
wholly new set of possible disasters. Now, of late, 
another source of peril has become notorious in the re- 
cent coal explosions on war-ships. The London Army 
and Navy Gazette says, that ‘‘ one of the effects of the 
Doterei Court-martial has been to cause inquiries to be 
made, which have resulted in the Admiralty ascertain- 
ing for the first time that coal-bunker explosions have 
been numerous throughout the navy during the past 
two years. No less than three have occurred on board 
the Minotaur. Extensive alterations will therefore be 
made in all our most important ironclads with as little 
delay as pozsible. We hope that every coal-bunker in 
the Service will be inspected.” The same thing is noted 
in regard to commercial ships, as will be seen fr om this 
passage from the Nautical Magazine of 1879: ‘‘ Of 
those which suffered from spontaneous combustion 
there were 41, and from explosion 24; while the num- 
ber of coal-laden ships which perished at sea, causes 
unknown, and, therefore, conjectural, was no less than 
52, giving a total of 117, or an average of five per 
month. The number of lives sacrificed by these ca- 
lamities (crews and passengers all told) was 463. The 
register tonnage of the 52 missing ships was 20,297 tons, 
and their cargoes per carrying capacity about 30,000 
tons, the value of which, including the ships doubtless 
gone to the bottom of the sea with no human eye to 
witness the catastrophe, except those of the unfortunate 
crews and passengers, who perished with them, may be 
fairly estimated at £300,000.” Finally, the Broad 
Arrow ‘questions whether any member of the Doterel 
Court-martial was previously aware of the facts in re- 
lation to coal-gas explosions which Professor Abel 
stated in his evidence. Now that the possibilities in 
connection with that question are made known it will 
be easy to provide against them.” All this surely has 
an application to our own vessels. 








A committee of the Army Mutual Aid Association 
have issued a circular for general distribution, giving a 
list of proposed changes in the constitution and by- 
laws, to be taken up in the annual meeting of January 
10th, with a careful explanation of the effect of the 
changes. We need hardly dwell on these, as _presum- 





jably,each member has received a copy of the circular. 





Mrs. A. G. Pappoox’s ‘‘ Fate of Madame La Tour’ 
(New York: Fords, Howard and Hulbert) is a story of 
Mormon life, constructed in a measure out of real 
incidents, in order to show up the horrors and monstro- 
sities of the institution known as the ‘‘twin relic.” It 
will be remembered that, in her former story, entitled 
‘*In the Toils,” Mrs. Paddock handled the same theme. 
No doubt this second narrative, which is accompanied 
by an appendix giving historical points against poly- 
gamy, will find a welcome in publie sentiment, which 
seems to be ready for a dead set against polygamy. 
Indeed, there is a disposition to charge any peculiarly 
atrocious crimes of other people to the Mormon account. 
Thus, the Rev. Mr. Talmage, of Brooklyn, told his 
audience, last Sunday, that he should not be surprised 
if, in the great day of accounts, it should be fottnd that 
(uiteau was merely a Mormon tool employed to kill the 
President; while hardly a Ute or an Apache outbreak 
occurs without the suggestion that the Saints of Salt 
Take stirred it up. But apart from these hypothetical 
misdeeds, there are actual ones enough to construct 
an exciting story from, and this Mrs. Paddock has 
done. 








WE return our thanks for an invitation to be present 
at the Oriole Celebration and Pageant to take place at 
Baltimore on the 10th, 11th and 12th of October; and 
at the request of Mr. D. E. Conklin, chairman of the 
invitation committee, make public the fact that it is the 
desire that all officers of the Army and Navy intending 
to be present on the occasion in question should appear in 
full uniform. The programme for the three days is an 
interesting one, and the event cannot fail to attract a 
large concourse of visitors. Onthe second day a public 
reception will be given at the City Hall, Baltimore, in 
honor of the French Commissioners to the Yorktown 
Centennial. 








Our Pennsylvania correspondent concludes this week 
a very comprehensive and valuable review of the con- 
dition of the militia of that State, as shown by the en- 
campment of the Pennsylvania brigades of which he 
previously gave us reports. The Pennsylvania division 
of National Guardsmen excited the special attention 
and admiration of our Army officers on the occasion of 
their visit to W2shington on inauguration day, and this 
report upon their present condition and prospects will 
be read with interest. 








THE recent London movement in Confederate bonds 
is now explained on the theory that a request of the 
committee that holders should register the bonds was 
supposed to foreshadow an appeal to the Southern Le- 
gislatures to do something for the bondholders.

Gov. SHELDON, of New Mexico, in recent executiv. 
orders, organizes volunteer companies and independen, 
military companies for the protection of the Territory, 
and gives special instructions as to arms, ammunition, 
etc. In one of these orders he says: ‘‘The United 
States troops are few in number, and are scattered over 
a large area. The government and the people of the 
Territory must rely upon themselves for efficient and 
continued protection.” . 








Tue plans of Commodore W. G. Temple for a new 
style of flagship are before the Advisory Board at 
Washington. These plans have met with the approval 
of many of the prominent officers of the Navy. 








WE commend to our own authorities the example of 
the French government, which has devoted a million 
francs to the purchase, fur the use of boys in elementary 
schools, of Army rifles, similar to the regulation Army 
rifles, but much lighter. Each school will receive three 
of these weapons, of which one will be specially 
adapted to be taken to pieces for the practical teaching 
of the principle aud construction of firearms.

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Tue Board on Heavy Ordnance and Projectiles re- 
assembled at the Army Building, on Wednesday, after 
their adjournment in August last. The following are 
the present membeis of the Board—Generals G. W. 
Getty, Z. B. Tower, Colonel Buffington, Majors F. H. 
Parker, J. |Mendenhall. Lieutenant F. E. Hobbs, 2d 
Artillery, recorder. They have held daily sessions 
from 11 A. M., and thus far have considered corres- 
pondence in connection with the various inventions com- 
ing before the board. Mr. Haskell has had a hearing 
in reference to the Lyman-Haskell multicharge or ac- 
celerating gun. Lieut. A. H. Russell, of the Ordnance 
Department, submitted an improved pan for breech 
loading rifles of large calibre. There are over one hun- 
dred different subjects for the board to consider, bear- 
ing on all the different questions of heavy ordnance, 
and that arise in the construction of heavy guns. The 
board will go to Sandy Hook, on Tuesday, Oct. 11, to 
conduct some preliminary exp2riments, principally with 
D:. Woodbridve’s 19 inch muzzle loading wire gun. 
110W jong tne experiments will take is DOL KNOWN. 
The final adjournment of the board will not take place 
for some time. Among the guns submitted to the 
board is one by Master Samuel Seabury, U. 8S. Navy. 
It is a breech loading steel gun, reinforced with jacket 


hoops and a trunnion band of cast iron. ‘The 
breech mechanism consists of a cylinder, at 
right angles to the axis of the bore and for- 


ward and ‘middle wedges. Purallel spiral threads 
are raised in the middle wedge and fitted into a cor- 


responding score in the cylinder. The forward wedge 
is so secured tothe cylinder by eccentrics, that in 
wedging it is loosened from its contact snd allowed a 
certain amount of play toward the muzzite of the gun. 
When the motion is reversed the eccentrics absorb the 


slack caused by withdrawing the middle wedges. The 
gun-carriage is automatic. The projectile is an elon- 
gated projectile, with the centre of gravity nearly coin- 
cident witb the centre of the figure, and having two 
bands equi-distant from the centre.

It is awaited, before 
any action is taken, to see whether the stolen files of the 
Navy Department will be returned. If they are not reguined 
the Department will have to write to Commander Lull to 
send on a duplicate of the stolen report. Stealing of this 
kind has been going.on for some time. Men too lazy to copy 
and too incompetent to make a sensible abstract of official 
papers to which they are given access have in some cases 
stolen the whole cutfit.”

CorporaL HEepert L. Lancaster, of Co. H, 19th Infan- 
try, died at Fort Leavenworth, Sunday, Oct. 2, of typhoid 
fever. He was buried Octobre 3d, in the National 
cemetery with military honors. Six companies of the 19th, 
the entire number, and now stationed at Fort Leavenworth 
attended his funeral. The procession was accompanied by 
the regimental band, and the battalionin uniform. The 
companies which were in the procession were B, D, E, F, 
G, and H. The rites were performed by Dr. John Woart, 
chaplain of the garrison. 

A WasHInGTon despatch of October 6 says : “There is talk 
among Army officers of the appointment of Gen. Cyrus H. 
Comstock, of the Engineer Corps, to the Superintendency of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey, vacated recently by the death 
of Capt. Carlile Patterson. Gen. Comstock is stationed at 
Detroit. The geodetic survey of the lakes has just been 
completed under his directions. His attainments have been 
recognized abroad as well as here, and on all sides the ap- 
pointment is spoken of as one that would be eminently 
fitting. There is no movement in Gen. Comstock’s behalf 
by his friends, except perhaps an occasional individual 
recommendation, and he has no idea yet that he is thought 
of in connection with the p!ace.” 








HAZING AT ANNAPOLIS. 

Tux recent affair at the Naval Academy, which has resulted 
in ordering a large number of the members of the third 
class on board the Santee, is narrated with considerable 
fullness in the following despatch of Oct. 5 to the New York 
Sun: About three weeks ago the Board of Government of 
the United States Naval Academy here received complaints 
from the parents of the fourth class, or freshmen as they are 
called at college, that the latter were being hazed, and in 
some cases badly treated by the members of the third class, 
The Board began an investigation, but made no discoveries 
until Monday. Yesterday they obtained evidence against 
the third class men, forty-eight of whom were arrested and 
transferred to the U. S. man-of-war Sa-iee, now at this port. 
It has leaked out that the freshmen have been having a bad 
time of it ever since the commencement of the session. The 
third class men bezan the hazing early in the session. 

On Monday a party of the third class cadets went into 
room 72, occupied by fourth ciass cadets T. P. Ledbetter, of 
Alabama, and J. P. McGuinness, of Iowa, and undertook to 
have what is called a disappearing sceue. They got Led- 
better between two mattresses and sat upon him. The up- 
roar became so great that the whole building was alarmed, 
and the huzers fled, leaving Ledbetter half smothered- 
Cadet Hazeltine, of St. Louis, a few moments later entered 
the room, as he claims, to make a friendly call. He was seen 
by the hall superintendent, who had heard the noise. The 
superintendent's suspicions were aroused from the fact tha 
Hazeltine is a third class man, and he accused Hazeltine of 
being one of the party that had just been in the room. Ha- 
zeltine denied it, but the superintendent reported him to 
Admiral Rodgers. When arraigaed before Admiral Rodgers, 
Hazeltine again denied that hs had participated in 
the hazing. He admitted that he knew who had done the 
hazing, but declined giving their names. He was then 





arrested and sent on board of the Sanice. Admiral Rodgers 


then sent for five prominent members of the third class, and 
demanded that the class give the names of the guilty persons. 
They were also to secure the parole of the class that there 
weuld be no more hazing. Yesterday the cadet midshipmem 
of the class replied, refusing to give the information or to 
make the promise to abstain from hazing. The cadet engi- 
neers made the promise to abstain from hazing in the future, 
but also declined to tell who the guilty men were. The cadet. 
midshipmen were then ordered on board of the Saniee, 

Lhe following description of the affair from the Philadel- 
pbia Times may throw additional ligkt on the subject : The 
third classmen commenced the hazing by passing an order: 
that whenever they entered a room of a ‘“Pleb” the latter 
must rise and remain standing until the visitor departed. 
This was submitted to for several days, when one night the. 
hazers made the rounds and required nearly every ‘ Pleb”™ 
to climb up on top of his wardrobe and sit there for five: 
minutes. By degrees the hazers grew bolder, and inen were: 
made to stand on their heads in buckets and were also com— 
pelled to lather and shave each other with the lids of water: 
buckets. This latter requirement caused much trouble and! 
several rows occurred, ‘which, however, were carefully hid-- 
den from the authorities. The ‘‘ Statute act,” an old college: 
hazing penalty, was next resorted to. The fourth classmem 
would be hauled out of bed at unseemly hours and made to. 
strip end assume statuesque attitudes on chairs and beds for: 
the delectation of a jubilant crowd of third classmen. 

After the class had been sent to the Santee, Admirali 
Rodgers “received individual requests fur a return to their: 
quarters, with a promise to abstain from hazing, but these: 
were declined. The cadets were informed that they had not 
been sent to the Sa..te ss a punishment, but as a preventive 
from their violating the law of the land ; that when the 
Admiral was satisfied that the restraint wis uonecessary 
they could return to their old quarters, ° 

About four o'clock Thursday afternoon, Commander F. V. 
McNair repaired to the Santee with a written pledge that 
there would Le no more hazing of the fuurth class, which 
was immediately signed by the thirty-seven recalcitrant 
cadets. They were then formed in line aud marched to 

their old quarters. When they were told that they were no 
onger under restraiat, they responded with loud cheers.

“COUNT FOURS!” A SUGGESTION. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: Has any one ever seen the horrible mess gene- 
rally created by the above command, especially when a 
company is in double rank, without feeling that some- 
thing is wrong, outside of the carelessness of the men ? 
And yet we bave only skeleton companies. Try it with 
a command of one hundred men in frovt of an enemy, 
and imagine the result! It will be one way or the 
other; if the captain be stubborn enough to have his 
company call off cotrectly before he moves, the outfit 
will be gobbled up and become prisoners of war; or if 
the said captain wants a show, he will finish his count 
after the action is over, threatening the miscreants with 
all manner of punishments, if such a thing as a wrong 
count ever happens again. Botb ways are dutiful, but, 
in the meantime, the old count, followed by the usual 
wreck, goes bravely on! 

Here is a suggestion, which the writer gleaned from 
» foreiga set of tactics, which seems to touch the spot. 
Curious, none of our officers inspecting armies in 
foreign lands, have ever stumbled on this improve- 
ment. 

In the command ‘‘ count fours” (the company being 
in double or single rank), only the front rank will call 
off. As soon as the command is given, the front rank 
men, excepting the one on the right, will turn their 
heads and eyes to the right. The first man now will 
turn his head to the left, thus bringing his lips in sight 
of his left neighbor’s eyes, and call ‘‘ one,” immediately 
looking to the front. Number 2 as soon as he has heard 
the number, smovuthly turns his head from right to left, 
then calls ‘* 2,” when looking to the front, number “3” 
turns his head to the left, and so on until the call is 
completed. The rear rank men, if there are any, will 
remain still, simply watching the man in front; as he 
calls his numbers to his left instead of the front, as 
now, they will readily and unmistakingly catch the 
round. A miscount in this manner is almost impossi- 
ble. Will some officer, who may think the experiment 
worth his while, give this suggestion a thorough trial, 
and report the result ? oi at YY

AFFAIRS IN DISTRICT OF NEW MEXICO. 
Fort Stanton, Sept. 21. 

Tue last of the command for the field camp left this a. m., 
and we have a mournful garrison—one small company of 
infantry and the band, with the adjutant, quartermaster, 
and one officer. Our gay dances will have to be suspended, 
and the cornet player wil] now shoulder his musket and 
walk post. Such are the harsh demands of war. The de- 
parture of ‘*B,” of the 15th, was quite imposing. They 
muched through the garrison with company front, four 
privates and one o: two file closers composing the outfit. 
The ambulance brought up the rear, to take up any who 
could no longer walk. The Mescaleros had better l6ok out, 
for we are coming, if time and numbers make no difference. 
The field camp is much concerned in tie matter of use of 
enlisted men as servants. Some one has put it into the 
head of the commanding officer to enforce the law. Each 
is trying to ascertain the other’s special aptitude. So far 
we have only reached boiling water, and a preparation called 
son of a sea cook, or some similar name, hard tack soaked 
in water and fried in grease. We propose to play poker to 
see who shall cook for the week. Reveille is fixed at after 
the odicers and other cooks have prepared breakfast, then 
the command are to be awakened. While the men are at 
breakfast the officers will groom their horses, so as to be 
able to superintend the men’s grooming. Boots and saddles 
will be sounded after the officers have saddled, so they may 
be able to attend to those duties. It is suggested on the list 
of calls, reveille, stables, etc., to put (for ofticers) or (enlisted 
men), as the case may be.

fusion. 
La Suz Canyon, Sept. 25. 


Here we are in our permanent camp, plenty of wood and 
water and picturesquely situated among cedars. In the dis- 
tance are the San Andreas, celebrated as the scene of a fight 
with Victoria, and wounding of Carroll, of the 9th. The 
Organ Mountains, so called from their shape, connect with 
them. On the plain between here and there is the foam 
crested ocean, so it would seem; a dazzling, bright, foamy 
appearance, called the white sands; a deposit of gypsum 
some 40 miles long and 10 wide. By burning it is utilized 
as a white wash, and makes a hard fiuish. Connecting with 
this, and about 60 miles long and 10 wide, is the mal pais, a 
formation of lava, evidently vomited from some volcano. 
The atmosphere is exhilarating ; not a cloud to beseen ; and 
around our camp fires at night, singing and talking, makes 
our life an agreeable one, the monotony being broken by 
frequent scouts 

The command, under Col. Henry, consists of Troops G, L, 
and A, 9th Cavalry, Capts. Bacon, Moore, and Cooney, and 
commanded by Lieuts. Cusack, Dimmick, and Day. B, of 
the 15th Infantry, Capt. Shorkley, is commanded by Lieut. 
Lloyd ; the 1st Lieutenant, Cooke, is expected daily. Lieut. 
Schaeffer, of the 9th Cavalry, commands th? Indian scouts. 
Lieut. Finley is field adjutant, and Matthews, known to the 
JouRrNAL as ‘“‘ Rocky,” has a pack train of 80 mules. 

Our camp is to watch by detachments trails of Indians, 
and to move in pursuit as soon as reports are made. Of 
course the Indians, as usual, will report their arrival and 
departure, and thus save us much trouble. Passing the 
Mescalero agency a few days ago, the Indians were much ex- 
cited, fearing we were going to attack them, as one staied in 
the council, which was held, in an excited manner, as had 
been done by the white haired chief (Hatch). They were 
told as long as they stayed on their reservation, and did not 
harbor others coming in, they would be all right. Col. Buell 
is expected back at Fort Stanton. This will not affect this 
camp, for, although a part of command of Fort Stanton, 
it will, upon his arrival, become a separate one and receive 
orders only from the District Commander. The prospect of 
our stay is for some time, and as the snows begin to gently 
fall, we hope to pack our tents and march away.

it was a badly arranged camp, and better judgment would 
have led to taking the opposite side of the ground, and an 
adjoining field which could have been used, where if desired 
a strictly tactical formation could have been given to the 
entire camp. 

Guard duty is one of the branches of the soldier’s profes- 
sion for the teaching of which these encampments are spe- 
cially established; and it is only in camp that it can be 
learned practically. There was an attempt amoung the senti- 
nels to a performance of military courtesy, the standing of 
the brigades being 1st, 3d, and 2d, yet there was a general 
lack of instruction in both officers aud men that made the 
total effect bad. A perfect knowledge of a sentry’s duties is 
of the utmost importance, and an ignorant sentry is a re- 
proach to the officer who allows him to so remain. The 
ofticer of the day and of the guard should be held responsi- 
ble for sentry duty, and they in turn should enforce a full 
compliance with all orders given to the sentries, aad ho!d 
them responsible for violation of orders upen which the good 
order of the camp may depend. The lack of instruction 
among those who ought to be instructors was noticeable 
also, from the fact that a man from one organization would 
probably be correct in one respect, while wrong in another. 

Throughout the division there appears to be but little 
regard paid to jndividual appearance. Coats were noticed 
unbuttoned, belts awry, and, in fact, soldierly looking soldiers 
were scarce, not only for the above reason, but from the 
absence of the erect carriage and elastic movement of the 
well set up soldier. It is evident that the setting up drill is 
entirely overlooked. In connection with this matter we wish 
to speak of the frequency of the men of the 3d Brigade 
walking around and lounging away from their quarters when 
not in uniform, some appearing dressed merely in their 
trousers and undershirt, and some even bare-footed; to an 
extent, but not to such a great extent was this noticed ia the 
2d Brigade. Another thing noticed in the 3d Brigade was 
regiments drilling with men in the ranks in shirt sleeves and 
straw hats, while others appeared in canvas helmets, soft 
hats, etc. Some of the officers were not much better. The 
effect in both camps was bad, and it can be imagined did 
not lead to a very favorable impression as regards the disci- 
pline of either of the brigades. 

Regimental drills in the 1st Brigade, except in one or two 
of the commands, were few and far between. In this respect 
the camp was but little benefit tothem. Next year should 
see a change for the better. The commands in the 3d Bri- 
gade deserve a great deal of praise for the manner in which 
they carried out the orders relative to drill; the most was 
made of their time. While in the 2d it was just uhe uppo- 
site, yet regimental drill is needed in the 2d quife as much, 
if not more, than in the 3d, and a great deal more than in 
the 1st Brigade. 

We omitted reference to the Commissiry Department of 
the 3d Brigade last week for the reason that in this brigade 
neither during nor since the encampment does it show as 
good management as did either of the others. Even the 
commissary’s report is not yet made up, which, we presume, 
must be a source of dissatisfaction to the Brigadier-General 
commanding, and from what we observed while in camp the 
men had good cause for the complaints expressed regarding 
the issues. 

In rifle practice the troops of Pennsylvania are weak, the 
13th being the only shooting regiment in the division, but 
the time during encampments can be fully occupied with 
other and quite as important matters. It should, however, 
be started in a systematic way in the armory, and after that, 
during the encampment, a test on the range should be given 
to officers and men to determine how proficient they have 
become. 

The artillery in organization is really five platoons, with 
separate rendezvous, organized into two batteries of four 
guus, they and the fifth separate platoon being each com- 
manded by captains, and attached to division headquarters. 
A reorganization is certainly required if the artillery is ex- 
pected to beeome an efficient part of the National Guard. 

We hear rumors to the etfect that some change will shortly 
take place, but from these rumors we put no faith in any 
better results beiug accomplizhed than by the present organi- 
zation. To make the equipment to consist entirely of 
Gatlings is folly ; better break up the artillery and attach 
the guns to the infantry regimeats ; to arm rifle batteries 
with muskets and expect them to become prolicient in either 
of the branches is greater folly, and to reduce to three 
platoons attaching one to each brigade, the whole organized 
as a six gun battery, and uaoder a captain, is no improvement 
on the present, and the captain will have all the difficulties 
with which the captains at present have to coutend. It is 

lacing them in the same rat as the ioterior regiments, the 
latter unable to dril! in battalion manceuvres, the former in 
company mancuvres; and to drill a platoon mounted is 
about as ridiculous as to attempt compaay movements with 
one set of fours. Far better reorganize again isto one or 
two, four or six gun batteries, with the {ull battery housed 
under one roof. Odaly by such a pian would the captain at 
all times have under his charge a command commensurate 
with his rank, and only in such case can he be justly held 
responsible for its drili and instruction. The guns of the 
artillery are antiquated and almost useless, and the harness 
old. The effect of artillery on an unorganized mob can 
readily be imagined ; moreover, itis the scientific branch of 
the service, and should be fvstered as a school for future 
officers. By such a reduction and organization as proposed 
above, it appears to us the appropriation at command would 
be «ufficieut to maintain the artillery branch in the very 
highest state of efficiency; otherwise the money spent is 
wasted. 

The cavalry arm of the service, as already stated, is com- 
posed of but three companies—the Ist City Troop and 
Washington Cavalry, attached to the Ist Brigade, and the 
Sheridan Troop, attached to the 2d Brigade. A siudy of 
the operations of the six cavalry divisions which led the 
advance of the German army in the Frauco-Prussian war, 
fails to carry out the assertion of some, that cavalry has had 
its day. So long as rapidity, bolduess, and dash are active 
agents in war; so long as reconnoissances are to be made 





and informution gleaned ; communications cut off and trains 
; movements screened and the enemy musied, 
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cavalry will retain its importance. Nor, if we take the hard 
fought action of Mars-la-Tour as a criterion, bas cavalry 
altogether lost its usefulness on the field of battle. Of 
course in the militia it is impracticable to maintain a fore, 
as a body, sufficiently formidable to be efficient in war ; its 
active service would mainly consist of provost and escort 
duty, carrying despatche., etc., but its maintenance is more 
to be desired and indeed is a necessity like artillery, as a 
school of instruction for future officers. In the City Troop, 
with its fine drill armory and the men owning their mounts, 
it is entirely feasible for the State to have all the advantages 
of a cavalry training school of the first order. The Washing- 
ton cavalry we understand, like the Troop, has a drill armory 
and the men own their mounts; it has the disadvantage 
of being in the country, where possibly it cannot meet so 
frequently for drill as the City Troop. From appearances, 
however, the State has in it another fair school of instruc- 
tion. The exhibition in battalion drill of these two orgaui- 
zations at the lst Brigade encampment showed commenda- 
ble proficiency. The few movements of the Sheridan Troop 
gave but little chance for observation ; that little did not 
justify us in a very high opinion of its merits as a school for 
ofticers. With this purpose in view, great care should be 
exercised in the enlistments in both cavalry and artillery, 
and none should be admitted unless thoroughly qualified to 
become intelligent officers. If the appropriations will not 
permit of maintaining all in the service in first class con- 
dition, reduce the number of organizations until it will, 
require those retained to be brought to the very highest 
state of efficiency, and permit of nothing less. 

As to the encampments as a whole, we consider that nothing 
would be more judicious than the encampment of the whole 
division in one locality and at one time every year. As 
brigades, they would neither lose their identity, the work of 
the men would not necessarily be greater, nor would the 
commander and other brigade ofticers be relieved of their 
respousibility, and it could be made to afford a schooling for 
all department officers. Last year there was a conflict of 
authority between some of the officers of the Governor's 
staff and the staff of the division. We also find that while 
the latter in some cases are held responsible, papers, etc., 
are forwarded back and forth over their heads. This should 
not be, if a complete system is contemplated. Relative posi- 
tion and duty should be better defined. The organization 
assimilates to that of a division in service. It appears to us 
the Governor and staff, excepting those whose duty is de- 
fined by law, should hold the same relations to the division, 
so far as actual executive duty and command in camp is con- 
cerned, as would be held by the President and Secretary of 
War to a division of the Army in time of war. 





ELEVENTH New York BriGApDE.—Monday, October 3, was 
set apart for the grand field-day review. inspection and mus- 
ter of this brigade at Prospect Park. The several organiza- 
tions assembled at their armories at 7:30 a, m., but were 
sadly disappointed at the state of the weather, the rain fall- 
ing in sheets, and with buta slim prospect of a clear up. 
Gen. Brownell at first decided to bold the troops in their ar- 
mories, and if the storm broke to at once set out for the 
Park, but a telegram from the Inspector General, asking for 
an immediate decision as to his programme, caused him to 
change, and the parade was abandoned, the several com- 
mauds being mustered and inspected in their armories. The 
storm passed at 9:30, and amore beautiful day could not 
have been found, and by noon the space set apart for the 
spectators on the parade ground was well filled. There had 
been no message sent to the Park cottage, so the postpone- 
ment was not known, and it was not until the Gatling bat- 
tery arrived that it was understood the troops would not put 
in an appearance. The visitors dispersed, greatly disap- 
pointed at not witne-sing the ceremonies arranged for the 
day. ‘*Man proposes, but God disposes,” and the young 
General and his friends must await a day with more favor- 
able weather conditions for a field day. 

The firstof the organizations to come before the Inspec- 
tion Officer was Gatling Battery N, Capt. John A, Edwards. 
The command was formed for review in the armory, Cran- 
berry street, but the ceremony was waived, and the inspec- 
tion at once commenced. This little organization is com- 
posed of the very best material in Brooklyn, and were, in- 
deed, the finest looking lot of young men that we have ever 
seen in an artillery uniform. They were in fatigue, thor- 
oughly equipped, aud passed the critical eye of the Inspector 
General in a most satisfactory manner. Every portion of 
uniform and equipment were in first class condition, while 
the steadiness and discipline of the men could not be ex- 
celled. The muster showed a presént of 1 officer. 6 ger- 
geants, 5 corporals, 1 musician, 34 privates ; total, 47. Ab- 
sent, 2 officers, 12 privatss ; total, 14; aggregate, 61. At the 
close of the muster the guns were run into the street, horses 
quickly harnessed and attached thereto, and route taken up 
for the parade grounds, where Capt. Edwards decided to 
have a field day on hisown hook. The Park was reached 
by 1 vp. m., and after a rest for lunch, the full evolutions of 
a battery mounted were executed in splendid shape, much 
to the satisfaction of the spectators. It was an excellent 
drijl throughout, and caused us to greatly regret the ad- 
journment of the brigade drill, for we would have been 
delighted to have seen the Gatlings in action. 

After leaving the Cranberry street armory, the Inspecting 
Officers visited the quarters of the 32d regiment, where Col. 
Finkelmeier had bis command ready for review. All the 
ceremonies of the day were neatly executed by the officers 
and men of this regiment. The uniforms and arms were 
neat and clean, and the only regret was the very slim attend- 
ance. The inspecticn and muster was announced for 2 P.m., 
and unmbers of the men who were excused until the after- 
noon, of course, failed to respond at the morning muster. 
This regiment is now in a fair way to recover its lost prestige 
as the best German organization in the State. We wish 
them every success. The following is the result of the 
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General Oliver, accompanied by General Brownell and 
staff, next visited the armory of the 47th regiment. Col. 
Tuttle at once had the command formed in the main rill 
room, and without ceremony the inspection and muster was 
commenced, General Oliver making a personal and minute 
inapection of every man in the command. We have re- 
peatedly praired the general appearance, steadiness and pre- 
cision of the several companies in this command, and io their 
actions on this occasion we have no reason to change our 


| previous opivions and criticism. The command was formed 


in fatigue uniform, heavy marching order, with haversacks 
and canteens, and looked every inch a marching regiment, 
and one which might be depended on for any service. The 
manual of inspection was thoroughly understood by officers 
and handsomely executed by the men, while every portion 
of tne uniform and equipment were in a most satisfactory 
condition, receiving the warm praises of the inspecting offi- 
cers. Like its sister organizations, however, the 47th suf- 
fered in numbers, through the extra holidays and frequent 
postponements, the strength showing a falling off from last 
year. Co. H carried off the honors with a present of 62, 
while the same company also had the credit of having the 
largest number absent. Co. D was the smallest company 
present, having no officers and but 22 enlisted men out of a 
total on roll of 44. The result of the muster was as follows: 


FORTY-SEVENTH REGIMENT. 
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At the close of the muster the regiment was equalized into 
eight commands, sixteen files front, and made a parade of 
the principal streets of the Burgh, paying the honors of a 
marching salute to Generals Oliver and Brownell. 

During the morning and up to this hour there were fre- 
quent expressions of regret that the troops had not gone to 
the park, but on the route from the 47th tu the 23d regiments’ 
armory, ® sudden storm broke, drenching to the skin Gen. 
Brownell and staff, who remained in the saddle during the 
day, accompanying the Inspector General from point to 
point. It was indeed proved a most fortunate thing that 
the troops were not sent out in the forenoon. The 23d regi- 
mert was the last to come before the inspectors, assembling 
in the armory at 5p. M., with Col. Partridge in command. 
Prompt on time, the regiment, nine companies, 28 files, was 
formed for review, the line fairly encircling the large drill 
room. Ranks were promptly opened and a handsome ‘‘ pre- 
sent” given to the Inspector General. The steadiness of the 
command during the inspection of the line was all that could 
be desired, not a head or hand was moved, and not a single 
fault could be found. The passage was on the indoor plan, 
first column of fours and then by the flank of companies at 
the head of the room. The marching and alignments were 
of the very finest order, and though the space was most de- 
cidedly limited, the march past was excellent. At the wheel 
into line very little distance waz lost, and the closing ‘‘ pre- 
sent” was fully equal to the general work of the ceremony. 
The companies were then wheeled into column for inspection, 
officers and men being on their mettle. The full details of 
the ceremony were conducted in the most commendable 
shape, the uniforms, arms and equipments being fully up to 
the expectations of the Inspector General. The regiment 
sustained its reputation as being the steadiest and best 
drilled command in Brooklyn, while the present for muster 
shows it to be the largest in that city, even though it has Lut 
nine companies. Co. A carries off the honors for largest 
number present, while Co. B has the best percentage pre- 
sent with 56 out of 57. Co. C had the smallest number out, 
55 out of 62. The following is the result of the muster :

Firtn (New York) Bricape.—In May last Inspector-Gen. 
Robert 8. Oliver witnessed the evolutione and ceremonies, by 
regiment and brigade, of the commands of the Ist Division, 
New York City, and in order that he might also judge of the 
proficiency of the trcops of the 2d Division, Brooklyn, it was 
decided that a full day should be devoted to the annual in- 
spections and musters, with the addition of regimental and 
brigade drills and the usual ceremonies. Accordingly, the 
13th and 14th regiments, comprising the 5th Brigade, were or- 
dered to report to Gen. C. T. Christensen at Prospect Park, 
at 9 A.M., on Thnrsday, Sept. 29. The General had pro- 
vided transpoitation to and from the grounds, but Colonel 
Austen, 13th regiment, decided to take advantage of the day 
for a preparatory drill, etc., to fit his men for the duty at the 
Yorktown celebration, and so ordered that his command 
should leave its armory by 7 a. M., march to the grounds aud 
drill by battalion previous to the regular work of the day. 
His men, however, were tardy in reporting, and when the 
regiment left its quarters the strength present was far below 
the expected standard. Even the band did not report on 
time. This delinquency did not tend to put Col. Austen in 
the best of humor, and before starting for the grounds he 
did not fail to express his feelings to both officers and men. 





In consequence of what the officers claimed was an unmer- 
ited rebuke, several resignations are talked of, one officer 
announcing to his company on the grounds that he would 
not parade with them again. 

Eight companies of twelve files represented the regiment 
as it reached the park, and, after unslinging knapsacks, the - 
drill was promptly commenced. There were some twenty 
movements of the school of the battalion executed, but the 
men were not steady, whils the officers appeared slack and 
careless. The wheel by battalion was wretched, while the 
passage of obstacles and the close column ployments and de- 
ployments were far from coming up to the expectations of 
the colonel. After covering the field the men settled to the 
work, a change of direction by the left flank, from close col- 
umn on Ist Division, being cleanly executed, while the taking 
of distance and formation of siogle rank were excellentiy 
performed. The movements in single rank were not good, 
the alignments were ragged and distances faulty. After a 
general alignment, the battalion was neatly deployed as skir- 
mishers on the right four of the first company, and assem- 
bled on the right flank. The companies were then marched 
by column of fours, and a left front into line was fairly per- 
formed. As a whole, this drill could hardly be considered 
satisfactory. 

In the meanwhile the 14th regiment, under Cul. McLeer, 
which had availed itself of the transportation, arrived one 
half hour late, and being formed in line the regular pre- 
gramme of the day was commenced with grand guard 
mounting. This ceremony was conducted by Col. Wm. J. 
Denslow, Brigade A. A. G., assisted by Lieut. H. Ackerman; 
Lieut.-Col. Gates, 18th, was field officer of the day, with 
Capt. Watson, 13th, and Lieut. Cutts, 14th, officers of the 
guurd. The details were sixteen files from each regiment, 
those of the 14th reporting in excellent shape and in heavy 
marching order. The detail from the 13th was very slow in 
its formation, while the regiment, beicg halted at a consider- 
able distance from its knapsacks, its guard was sent to the 
Adjutant-General without this most n portion of its 
equipment. Colonel Denslow accepted the situation and 
mounted the guard in this motley appearance. The cere- 
mony was handsomely conducted, the detail from the 13th 
carrying off the honors for steadiness and proficiency, The 
passage in review was excellently rendered, the salute of 
Capt. Watson being beautifully delivered. At the close the 
detail of the 14th was sent back toits regiment, which by 
this time was broken into column of companies for inspec- 
tion and muster. 

General Oliver made the inspection of the regiment, the 
review which usually precedes the ceremony — omitted, 
as well as the inspection of the open column. During the 
inspection of the field and staff the general appearance of 
the regiment, especially the left. wing, would have been 
greatly increased had the men remained steady at the 
“carry” instead of talking and executing the manual of in- 
spection. These errors were not checked by either officers or 
file closers. At the inspection of the color guard, Adjutant 
Clobridge forgot to order the bayonets to bo fixed; the error 
was seemingly. overlooked by the ee ofticer. The 
duty of the several companies was, as arule, cleanly exe- 
cuted, and though the officers evinced a ——— knowledge 
of the requirements of the ceremony, their orders were fre- 
quently delivered so rapidly that the men were forced to slur 
the motions of the manualin order to keep pace with the 
commands. Allin all, however, the inspection was a good 
one, and though many of the uniforms were old, all were 
clean andin very fair shape. The arms and equipments 
were in excellent condition. Following on the heeis of the 
inspecting officer, Gen. Rodenbough,. Assistant Inspector- 
General of the State, made the muster of the several com- 
panies, assisted by Major Webber and Captain Christensen, 
of the Brigade Staff. The result of the muster showed a 
present of 354 out of a total of 522; as against 404 present, 
total roll 562 of last year. This falling off was accounted for 
by the officers in stating that with the two holidays—the day 
of prayer for, and the funeral of President Garfield—made it 
extremely hard for the men to leave their business a third 
day in the mouth, even for so important a duty as annual 
muster, while the postponements and changes of the day 
upset the calculations of numbers cf the men. The muster, 
too, being in the forenoon, many of the men who might 
have spared the afternoon without serious loss were unable 
to be present. The strength of the regiment at muster was 
































as follows: 
FOURTEENTH REGIMENT. 
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At the completion of the muster the companies were 
wheeled into line, knapsacks unslung, and the regiment 
exercised in the school of the battalion by Col, McLeer. We 
have repeatedly scored the 14th regiment for delinquency 
and carelessness in the execution of battalion manceavres, 
and as the regiment was advanced in line on this oecasion, 
we were gecueres to witness a repetition of the old time 
slouch. We were, however, most agreeably disappointed, as 
well as somewhat astonished at the precision and vim of 
officers and men. The line was as steady a one as we have 
ever seen, the step a full swing and with a touch of elbow 
which preserved un almost perfect eo ewer For fully an 
hour this drill was continued, with ployments into colamn, 
changes of front, marchings by company and in column of 
fours, in double and single rank, etc., etc., and all executed 
in a manner deserving of the warmest commendation. True, 
the drill was not a faultless one, and here and there officers 
in their anxiety to have everything perfect committed errors 
of omissior, but the general proficiency of the command was 
most marked, while the atteution and discipline of the men 
would be hard to improve upon. We most heartily comoli- 
ment the 1ith regiment on its improvement; it was out for 
work, and certainly werk, aad that of the very best, was 
accomplished. 

In the meanwhile the companies of the 18th which had 
been dismissed were reformed, each its place in 
column for inspection. The movements of the left com- 





panies were ingly slow, and before all were in 
the Colonel ordered ides cover, and dressed the bat- 
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talion, opened ranks, and commenced the inspection before 
tbe sear companies were established. At the open ranks the 
adjatant conducted the colors to the front without the color 
guard. Toe inspection of the open column was, as in the 
-oase of the 14th regt., omitted, Gen, Oliver at once com- 
‘mencing the inspection of the field and staff. During tbeir 
108 vm the staff failed to unsheath their swords. The 
iu«pection of the several companies was rapidly made, officers 
caine showing to mest excellent advantage. Every detail 
was carefully attended to, but very few slips, and these 
woinor ones, being noted during the ceremony. During the 
early furencoa number of late men straggled into the tield. 
wo that dming the inspection and muster the regiment did 
mot show the deleted appearance of the morning. Captain 
Watson's company. G. which held the right of the 
live, with its 36 files, presented a very handsome 
‘appearance ; the men are well drilled, while the ulticers 
were at home in their duties. It was the largest company on 
ithe ground, yet the houors for drill and proficiency were 
divided with them by Capt. Smith's Co, B, with a slight ad- 
wantage in favor of the latter, The resalt of the muster wax 
a present of 474 out of a roll of 640, against 636 rr out 
of a rol) of 718 last vear. The figures were as follows:

With the excep- 
tion of the very slow movements of twe 13th regiment and 
the distance between commands, which was much too great, 
the formation was excellent, woile the * present "to General 
Ouristensen was all that could be desired. The drill was com- 
meuced with a formation of line of wmasses, followed by 
tornung the line into column of, masses, the change of direc- 
tiou Leing exceedingly slow. Wheeling distance was then 
teken, the divisiong broken into, companies, and single rank 
formed. The battalions were ployed on the left, thus 
forming two lines single rank, and the e of lives iu 
action, with firings, executed. The fires by wing of the 13.b 
were marred by »@ haste of the men on the extreme left, 
while their vol ey war open to same criticism, The firt line 
was then ordered to ‘lie down,” the second line passing over 
them to the front. The advance of the 14th was poor and 
straggliug, while their first fire by wing wes of the poorest 
description. The volley by regiment was excellent. The 
passage of lines was again executed and the tires repeated, 
with considerable improvement, the firings of the 14th regi- 
meut being the best of the day, Tbe movements in column 
were again tuken up and the battalions deployed, followed by 
a general aligument. When the guides of the several compa 
bies came on to the new aligpment those of the 14:h and 
right wing of the 13th incorrectly inverted their pieces. The 
men of the leit wing (13th) were checked by their captains, 
and remained at the ‘‘carry” until sternly ordered by Col. 
Austen to “ inveit those pieces in the left wing.” The de- 
ployment as skiruushers to the front was very poor, as was 
the rally by fous, and were so slow as to destroy the whole 
effect of the movements. In fact the general iault of the 
drill was the wonderfully slow and deliberate manner in 
which colonels and cxptains, especially in the 13th, executed 
the orders of the general. 

After reforming line, the brigade was ployed into line of 
masses for dress parade, the very great distance taken by 
the 13th being noticeable. The formation was rapid and 
good, and was really the quickest movement of the day ; but 
the colonels forgot to order bayonets to be fixed, and Col 
Denslow had to delay the * present,” after ** guides post,” 
until the error was revtitied. The. bands were consolidated, 
and the ‘sound off” was a marked feature of the ceremony. 
In the manual of arms the 13th bad it all their own way, 
their general movements being clean, distinct, aud in splen- 
did time, while those of the 14th were in a majority of com- 

ies regged in the extreme. The brigade staff incorrectly 
w their swords dariug this ceremony. 

At the close, the line of masses was deployed and the 
brigade prepared for review by Maj -Gen. James Jourdan, 
commanding 2d Division, he being accompanied by Inspec- 
tor-Geveral Oliver. The * present” was again handsomely 
rendered, while the steadiness during the inspection of the 
hne, especielly in the 13th, was of the very finest order. 
After Lreaking into column of companies the brigade 
marched past in the following order : Gen. Christensen and 
ten staff, with very ordivary salutes by the latter. Then 
cxeme the consolidated bands with the veteran John Smith at 
their bead, followed by Col, Jas. McLeer and four staff, and 
the 14:h regiment. ten companies of twelve files. The step 
was good, distances and alignments excellent, bnt salutes 
decidedly off. Special inst: uction in the mai ud of the sword 
would not be lost on the officers of the 14th. The 13th fol- 
lowed, Col. D. E. Austen at its bead with a staff of tive, all 
saluting well. The ~ passed with ten companies, 
twelve full tiles, and looked extremely well, their marching, 
distances and alignments bemyg of the very best. The 
salutes, however, were very poor; indeed there was but one 
correct salute, that of the captsiu of the first company, 
delivered during the passage. There was altogether tuo 
much distance between the Gle-closers and rear ranks in this 
regiment, »nd in some of the companies they were almost on 
line with the captain of the following company. After the 
passage the brigade was dismissed, the regiments marching 
to their several a: mories.

Massacausetts.—The Ist Brigade of militia, Gen. Hobart 
Moore, were in camp at South Framingham from Sépt. 20 to 
2t inclusive. The brigade was favored with excellent wea 
ther throughout the week, and improved every hour of it- 
brief sojuura upon the field. This brigade is composed of 
the 6th, Ist, aud 2d regiments of Infantry, Battery B, Light 
Artidery, and Co. F, Cavalry, the organization holding posi- 
tion im hine in the order named, The camp was pitched iden- 
tical with last year, each company having its tents upon one 
side of a street only, thus allowing formations with more 
rapidity and with less confusion than when men approach 
from both rides of the street at the same moment, os in the 
2d Brigade. Brigade headquarters were in the form of a 
park, at one extremity of tne tielC, and commanded a good 
view of the entire line. 

Guard duty was coutined to the posts at the entrances, be- 
fore regimental and company quarters, at the pumps, sinks, 
and stablec. We can conscientiously praise the seutiies of 
all commands for painstaking, honest work, and where errors 
occurred (and they were few and far between) they were 
owiug more to lack of judgment than to inatteution or igno- 
rauce, Salutes were universal, and, although io camp some 
time, the writer failed to notice a single omi-sion by a sentry 
to salute officers passing his post. Sentry work was intelli- 
gently and faitbfully done, and this was particularly notice- 
able of those on duty in the rear of the camp, where they 
had every opportunity to shirk had they been so disposed. 
The cleanliness uf the camp was fully equal to that shown‘at 
the 2d Brigade. 

Orders were unhesitatingly and cheerfully obeyed, and the 
work, bowever arduous, was faithfully performed. E,efytbiog 
emanated from brigade headquarters, and iu this respect it 
was a far more s itisfactory camp than the 2d Brigade. Each 
tour of duty was souuded by the brigade bugler, and was 
taken up by the 6th regimect’s field music, aud then in turn 
by the lst regiment, 2d regiment, and the bugles of the artil- 
lery and cavalry. 

Friday was the “ big” day of the camp, as asual, a review 
being tendered Gov. Long. Shortly before three o'clock the 
assembly sounded, the brigade bands were consolidated, and 
when adjutant’s call souuued aud the baud struck up, thirty- 
two companies of infantry, a battery of light artillery, and 
a company of cavairy started simultaneously for the color 
line in double time. The 2d iment, having but eight 
companies, was formed and presented to Col. Bridges in less 
than two minutes; the lst regiment to Col. Wales in just two 
minutes; and the 6th regiment to Colovel Beal twenty 
seconds later, the Ist aud 6th being twelve company 
regiments. ‘he brigade line was thea tormed in column of 
masses, in double time, in just tive mi: utes and thirty-four 
seconds, aad this included a ful formation in the brigade 
being prerented to the br.gade commander by the arsistant 
adjutant-general. The review passed off with but few points 
to criticise and many to commend. The band was well 
handled, the cadence excellent, and every organization had 
abundant room. Cuusequentiy there was no crowding, 
marking lins or hesitancy vf any sort. The 6th was short in 
its cadence, owing to the horses of the field and staff, who 
were held back alm_st on to the leading company. ‘I'he Ist 
had a long, full, slashiog step, and showea decidedly the 
best marching of the review. 2d regiment was in single 
rark, but its cadence was alter its predecessor, 
The 6th showed distances, fair clusing of ranks, and 
every officer as he passed. Several neglected to 
look toward the reviewing officer, and few showed life and 
currectness in the salutes. In the latter point the Ist was 





excellent. The officers saluted with life, the swords came 
down with uniformity, and every officer glanced towards the 
otticer saluting. Distances, steadiuess, alignments, closing 
of ranks were excellent, but there were many blank files tu 
be seen, The 2d showed excellent alignments for its single 
rank formation, but its distances in the left wing could be 
improved, Steadiness was good. The alignments of the 
pieces aud caissuns of the ariilery could not be improved, 
and the steadiness and set up of the men are deserving of 
warm praise. Wz» should have been far better pleased had 
the empty seats on many of the caisson boxes been filled 
with cannoneers, The cavalry in three platoons did finely. 
Alb guments, distances and salutes were uuifurwly excellvut. 
Abvat the ouly poiuts noticeable for criticism were the adju- 
ee pas«ing along the line of their organizations to turn 

over the regiments to the commanding, olficer, invariably did 
so at their utmost speed, and this detail degenerated iuto a 

foot race, to see which officer would get back to his post 
first. The staff of the reviewing officer mixed in with the 

staff of the brigade commander, iusierd of taking position 

upon their flank. As a whole, however, we think tnis de- 

cidedly the best review of a brigade that we have ever seen. 

This is high praise we kuow, but we are also aware that it is 
honestly ear: ed. 

The various organizations went to quarters immediately 
at the cluse of the review, but subsequently purticipated im 
excellent brigade and battalion dress parades. 

Every command is in excelient condition, ready for active 
service at an hour's nvtice, and is only anxious to have sume 
emei gency arise whereby it can demoustrate its avility to 
tuke the field ready for active service if necessary. Lhe 
observance of military courtesy was faithfully carried ous. 
Salutes were universal at all times, and it must have been 
a source of wouder to visiting otticers to witness such atten- 
tion to so important a detail. In couversation with numer- 
ous oltice:s of the brigade the geveral impression prevailed 
that never before hid the Ist Brigade passed so protitable a 
week of work as that just compleied. The weatuer was 
faultless aud every momvut was fully occupied. 

We must again call attention to the inexcusable omission 

of target practice. Only half-a-dozeun companies made use 
of the targets during the encampment. Sume of the daily 
routine, notably compauy drill, might be dispensed with, and 
the time occupied in target practice, As it 1s, very few men 
in the brigade could po ort m hita baru dvvr at 200 yards, 
aud many would probably assume # prove puritiou were they 
to discharge a ball cartridge. An excelient signal corps, 
composed of details from each organization in tue biizade, 
did good work, The signalling at uight was especially note- 
wortuy. The real weak poiut of \be encampment was in the 
attendance. On the great day of the camp, Fridoy, the 
total aggregate present was 1,549 officers and wen, and the 
total absent was 431, too large a percentage of delinquents 
by far. ‘Tne 2d was 5» weak that all its formations were in 
sing'e rank. 
4ue provost guard did their duty well, but we desire to 
cal! the attention of Capt. Burnham vo a point that has been 
peacticed year after year, and hus at last arrived at a stuge 
where forbearance hus ceased to bea virtue. On Friday 
many spectators travelled lung distances tu see the grand re- 
view. Au hour before the ceremony they take their camp 
Chuits and seat themselves behind the flag of the reviewiug 
otticer, in # line designated by the provost guard. At the 
hour for review there 1s probably 600 spectators, When the 
ume arrives, a dozen barouches, contaimiug ladies, children, 
and members of the couucil and Leyislature, are driven 
directly in front of thein, and they are obliged to tiud places 
upon either flank, where they can see practically nothing, 
particularly salutes and their ackuowledgment It is an 
outrage upon those spectators who have the rigut of posi- 
tiou by preoccupancy, aud, what is more, tuere is not the 
sughtest necessity for the occurrence. Being in carriages, 
and consequently higher thau the spectators, the distun- 
guished (?) visitors could look over the heads of the former, 
and the carriages might be drivea in the rear, aud thus 
everyoue would be accommodated. It is a source of much 
meconvenience to visiting military officers, who are unable to 
witness the important features of the review. We think 
they should have the opportunity to witness a ceremony that 
those iu the carriages neither known or understand the value 
of. It is also a poiut of questionable taste to allow a civilian 
in semi-nulitary drees, muuuted, inside the line of spectators, 
and coustantly riding along their front, cutt ng off what little 
view they are permitted to have, If Capt. Burnham, of tue 
lst Brigade, and Capt. Goodwin, of the 2d Brigade (for the 
2d is eyaally as bad 1 this particular) would stop this nui- 
sance, and they have full power to do so, they would receive 
the thanks of every visiting officer and your cor:espoudent 
as well, who, with many others, had extreme dimceulty 1 
witnes-ivug the ceremony. 
Col, Frank, lst U. 8. Artillery, detailed to report upon the 
camp, was iu attendance during che eutire week, as well as at 
the zd Brigade, and accompamed Gen. Moore upon hus staif 
on ali ceremonies. In view of the splendid reports of Gen. 
Arnold, Col, Frank’s ultimatum will ve awaited with interest. 
The Ist Brigade probably bas just closed the best eucamp- 
ment it has ever held, at least within the memory of the 
writer.

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THE WEEK’S INDIAN CAMPAIGNING. 


Tux leading event of the past week on the Indian 
frontier has been the breaking away of Chiefs George 
and Bonito, of the White p Bam band, after they 
had come back to San Carlos like good Indians, to get 
their rations on issue day, Oct. 1, and the sharp fight 
which occurred the next day near Cedar Springs. 


Tux following is the substance of a telegram received at 
the Interior Department : 
San Car1os, Ariz., Oct. 2. 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs : 

Yesterday was issue day. Troops came from Camp 
Thomas to the sub-agency to arrest Chiefs George and Boni- 
to. Hoag, in charge there, informs me Colonel Biddle 
eame and asked for a talk with them, and asked them 
to go to Camp Thomas. George said he would take 
bis men and go as soon as the beef was issued. 
Biddle consented. After issue Hoag sent an interpreter to 
George asking him to hurry up. George replied: “ Teil 
Col. Biddle to go ; the men will follow with Hozg iu a short 
time.” Biddle said they must go at once, and started the 
command towards George’s camp. George and Bonito 
ran to Chiracahua camp and told Chiefs Jah, Natchez, 
Chatto and others that the soldiers were coming 
and would murder their women and children, Some Chira- 
cahua chiefs did not think so. Some Chiracahuas that re- 
mained say George wanted to murder all the whites, Chira- 
cabuas took ten or fifteen horses and mules of. freighters 
and broke out, going south. 

Similar movements of troops were made here in the morn- 
ing around the hostile camp when the military placed them 
on parole, Forty-seven were placed in close confinement 
without trouble and started for Camp Thomas this morning. 
I feared the 1esult of the military move, particularly on is- 
sue day, and so informed them as soon as 1 heard of it. 

Tirrany, Agent. 


A despatch from Tucson says the reports that Gen. 
Willcox had parolled certain of the Indians taken 
prisoners at the San Carlos Reservation is without the 
shadow of truth. The facts are as follows: 

Mr. Hoag, sub-agent, sent to Gen. Willoox’s headquarters 
George and Bonita, under his safeguard of the Iuteriur De- 
partment, which Gen. Wilicox was Lound to respect. He 
told George and Bonita that they could return to Mr, Hoag, 
which they did. Gen. Willcox sent immediately a strovg 
force to arrest them and their bands, when Hoag interfered 
and urged Major Biddle to permit them to draw their rations, 
assuring the latter that George and Bonita were men of their 
word and would go with him as svon as their rations were 
drawn. Major Biddle believed this and waited. Under 
cover of Hoay's representations George and Bonita ran away 
with their bands aud Major Biddle returned to Camp Thomas 
witbout them. 

THE ENGAGEMENT AT CEDAR SPRINGS. 

The fight of Oct. 2 is described in the following 
despatches from Gen. McDowell : 

Presipio oF SAN Francisco, Oct. 4, 1881. 
To Adjutant-General, Washington, D. C.: 

On Ist instant General Willcox reported that George and 
Bouito’s people broke from the reservation ; that the Chiri- 
cahuas hkewise broke. Citizen teamster killed, tweuty bead 
of stock run off on the 3d. He reports that Major Sanford, 
commanding these troops of cavalry, was attavked fourteen 
1uiles from Grant, on the Fort Thomas road, fight lasting all 
the afternoon till nine o’clock at night. Indians driven up 
side Graham range, and across the Arrivahs valley towards 
Galuva range. Sanford’s loss, one private killed and four 
wounded. On Willcox’s application yesterday, the two troops 
of the 1st Cavalry, from Bidwell aud Walla Walla—in reserve 
at Lathrop—were sent to Arizona, together with three small 
foot batteries 4th Artillery, armed as infantry.

Following just received from A. A. Gen. Dept. of Arizona: 
“ Followiug were killed in fight near Cedar Springs 2d inst : 
Sergt. Bentord, Troop F, 6th Cav. Wounded: Privates Hum- 
phrey and Rencord, Troop G, 1st Cav., and Hunt, Troop F, 
6th Cay. Telegraph repair party—Killed: Privates Linder- 
cranz, Troop A, 6th Cav.; Londall, Co. B, 8th Inf.; and Re- 
cruiis Ensiner and Welch, Six teamsters killed, one wouud- 
ed, belonging to Samanergo; ene man killed at point of 
mountains, 30th inst.”’ McDowELL, Major-Gen. 

Unofficial accounts show that the fight was a very 
sharp one. A despatch from Camp Thomas of Oct. 3, 
Says: 

The prisoners left here yesterday morning, about 7 o’clock 
for Camp Grant, under Col. Sanford’s charge. He had with 
him Bernard's and Carr's companies of the Ist Cav. and 
Lieut. Milils’s Indian scouts. Capt. Bernard took the lead 
with his company. Immediately tollowing came Paymaster 
Comegys in his ambulance, and then the pri-oners in four 
large wagous, and guarded by Carr’s company. They pre- 
served this order till about 12 o’clock, when they were over- 
taken by Gen. Willcox and staff in three ambulances. At 2 
o'clock Bernard reached the Wayside House, Cedar Springs, 
which is the resting place between Camps Thomas and Grant. 
The people informed Col. Bernard that they had been at- 
tacked by Indians, and that they were still iu the immediate 
Vicinity. Close to the house the dead bodies of six Mexicans 
were found. Bernard immediately gave ordefs to follow, 
and taking up the Indian trail along the Eureka Springs road 
he came upon them about a mile and a half from Cedar 
Springs, 

As the fight commenced from a hill overlooking the battle 
ground troops were seen moving on the’ other side from 
where Bernard was attacking. As they charged through a 
small canyon in hot pursuit of the hostiles, who could only 
be located by the report of their guns, as they were protect- 
ed from observation by the mesqu'te and cactus bushes with 
which the country abounds, tliey were seen to be Overton’s 
and Glass’s companies of the 6th Cav. that had been on the 
Chir icahua trail since the previous day. They had taken up 
the trail but four miles from the post where the Indians had 
killed the teamster, Samuel Finney, and run off eighteen 
head of stock. They followed it along the old Camp Gard- 
her road to Black Rocks, and from-there across to Cedar 
Springs, where the Indians killed the six Mexican teamsters. 
Close to there Bernard struck them. The Chiricabuas fonght 
feuperately, but kept on retreating, with the evident inten- 
an of reaching the Graham Mountains. Up to the time 
be t the couriers left the fight had then lasted four hours. 
bs n. Willcox was directing the operations in person. When 
oan seeenene reached Cedar Springs they were all hand- 


Retaining but half of Carr’s com hi deployed 
- 5 pany, who were deploy 

on either side to guard the prisoners, the other half were 
sent forward with 4,000 rounds of ammunitioa for Bernard, 


McClellan, and Rafferty's companies of the 6th Cav., who 
left here yesterday morning, and, following on Overton's and 
Glass’s trail, must bave reached the battle ground late last 
night. 

The meeting of the Indians by Sanford's forces was the 
merest accident, and the way Bernard went for them showed 
that he appreciated bis good luck, 

The troops made hot pursuit until their ammunition be- 
came exhausted, and, missiug extra ammunition which had 
been sent to them, they turned toward Camp Grant, arriv- 
ing there at two p. mM. They left again at daybreak in 
pursuit. 

After the fight on Sunday, which lasted from 2 o'clock till 
9 at night, the troops driving the Indians during the whole 
time, Gen. Willcox withdrew his forces and pulled into Camp 
Grant with the provisions. Yesterday, at 2 o’clock, General 
Willcox, in company with Col. Sanford’s command, left for 
Willcox with the prisoners. As they were leaving news came 
by couriers that the Indians were being held in check at 
Mackenzie ranch, near the point of the mountain, by the 
cowboys and rancheros. Overton and Glass started after 
them again. 

The wire between this place and Camp Grant was con- 
nected this A. m. after being down for two days. It was cut 
by the Indians. The repairers that started from Camp 
Grant, consisting of Sergt. Linderkranz and three others, 
were killed and their bodies shockingly matilated. The total 
number of men killed by the Chiricahuas since the outbreak 
is fifteen. Gen. Mackenzie, with Capt. Norton’s company of 
the 4th Cavalry, arrived to-day. His arrival has been anx- 
iously looked for. 

Despatches just received announce the forwarding of four 
companies of the 9th Cav. by railroad from Gen. Pope's 
command, Ool. Sanford’s battalion, consisting of Bernard’s 
and Carr’s companies of dragoons, passed here to head off 
the hostiles, who are making for the old Cachez stronghold 
on the mountains, 

The tribe of Chiricahuas, which is the remnant of the 
famous Cochise band, number nearly one hundred warriors. 
Hoo has seventeen in his band; Gordo, fifteen; Benito, 
seventeen; Nachez, thirty-five; and Gironimo, twenty. 


Another account of the fight says: 

The Indians numbered 100 men besides women and 
children. Col. Bernard attacked the Indians, who made 
fight, the women and children driviug the animals up the 
side of the mountains and the Indians fighting the troops 
back aiong the foot. The Indians then struck right over the 
top of the mountains. The troops followed them up to the 
South Pass, when the Indians got on the west side and dark- 
ness put an end to the pursuit. The Indians and animals are 
ali badly fagged out, and the soldiers who came from Gen. 
Willcox are in the same condition. This moraing Lieut. 
Bailey, with 40 or 50 scouts, struck the trail about six miles 
east of Tombstone. The Indians are making for the west 
end of the Mule Mountains, probably for the San Jose 
Mountains, in Sonora. One Indian is known to have been 
killed. ‘Three colored soldiers are wounded. One Indian 
girl, about 8 years old, was taken prisoner. She is richly 
dressed, and is supposed to be the chief’s daughter. Col. 
Bernsrd has sent into ‘Tombstone for supplies. 

An officer of Gen Carr's command reports that when they 
returned to Cibicu they found the Indians had exhumed the 
bodies of Capt. Hentig and the settlers who have been killed. 
These dead men had been buried in canvas tents, which the 
Indians have carried off, leaving certain articles they did not 
want. Capt. Hentig’s head was mashed with large stones, 
and was badly mutilated. One hand and foot were gone. 
The command buried the remainder and fired a salute over 
the graves. One tent bas been found here, occupied by an 
Indian, believed to be the real murderer of the captain, has 
been discovered, and he will be arrested, According to the 
United States census of the White Mountain tribes, just 
finished, there are 362 bucks, 1,171 females and children. 
The acres of laud worked are 447. The medicine men num- 
ber 7; farmers, 108 ; Indian police, 3. In the United States 
tuilitary service there are 45. 

Contradicting a certain previous rumor, a despatch 
from “Jamp Willcox says: *‘Major Biddle has not been 
placed under arrest, either by Gen. Mackenzic or any 
one else. Gen. Willcox is commanding the Depart- 
ment of Arizona, and not Gen. Mackenzie. Gen. Mac- 
kenzie, who is Gen. Willcox’s junior, was sent to the 
department with a part of his own regiment, the 4th 
Cavalry. Being the senior officer, except Gen. Willcox, 
in this department, it was requested that he should be 
placed in personal command of the operations in the 
tield under Gen. Willcox, who retains command of the 
department, which, of course, includes Gen. Mackenzie 
and his operations.” 

A Camp Thomas despatch of Oct. 6, says: ‘‘ There 
were 15 0f George’s band brought here yesterday as 
prisoners by Maj. Wilhelm from the sub-agency, George 
and five others are all tbat are out now, and they will 
be caught within a few days. Everything on the reser- 
vation is now quiet. All the forces lately operating in 
this section, with the exception of six companies tbat 
are with Uol. Bernard and Capt. McClellan, in pursuit 
of the Chiricahuas, have arrived at the San Carlos re- 
servation. ‘The Chiricahuas, with their renegade allies, 
are now in Mexico upon their old campaign ground in 
the Sierra Nevadas. They will, doubtless, renew their 
predatury incursions into Arizona.” 


LOOKING AFTER WHITE MEN. 


A Fort Keogh despatch, via Bismarck, Oct. 5, says: 

Capt. Simon Snyder marched from this post to-day with 
three companies of the 5th Infantry, mounted, to arrest 
buffalo bunters on the Redwater who have threatened to 
attack the Yanktonian Indians. ‘The hunters are reported to 
be 500 strong and are believed to be ou the Indian reserva- 
tion. The troops have orders to co-operate with the Indians 
in expelling the whites. This is the firet instance ever known 
in th.s section when the troops have been ordered to co- 
operate with Indians against white men. 


THE UTE TROUBLE. 


The Omaha Jerald gives the following account of an 
interview in that city with Lieut. W. H. H. Crowell, 
6th Inf., stationed at Salt Lake City : 

The Indians who have caused the unpleasantness, the 
Lieutenant stated, numbered about two to three hundred, 
and stake their t pees in what is known as the White River 
Valley, a territory which he thinks is about eighty miles in 
length by one iu width. These scalp raisers are part of the 
same band who bore down upon Major Tnornburgh’s com- 
mand two years ago with such fatal results, and possess all 
the devilish instinct and cunning characteristic of the tribe. 
In their recent transferral to Uintah Agency, th» Indians 
gave another example of their accomplishments and nature. 





| When they received the call from the Great Father to assem- 

ble at the agency and to receive a payment from Uncle Sam’s 
| treasury boxes to the tune of about $8,000, they coolly left 
| their tepees and squaws on the old camp ground and met the 
commissioners alone. They received the lucre and returned 
to their villages, and with some of their wealth added to 
their store of improved firearms and ammunition to perfo- 
rate Government troops with. 








FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Tnoven France has discarded the cuirass, Germany’s 
ten regiments of Cuirassiers are still to retain their 
armor. The Saxon Life Guards have thrown aside 
their breast and hack plates since the war, but the 
Prussians tenaciously cling to them still, believing tha’, 
with all its drawbacks, the cuirass is calculated to avert 
the point of many asword and lance, and break at 
least the force of many a bullet. 

Dorin the recent sham fight at the manceuvres in 
Russia several pcople were knocked down and run our 
by the artillery, two being killed on the spot. Others 
were injured by the cavalry, and Lieut.-Gen. Timophe- 
jew, commander of the 2d Division of Infantry Guarde, 
was thrown from his horse, and so dangerously wounds 
ed that his recovery is doubtful. Immediately upon 
the conclusion of the fight Gen. von Schmidt, com 
mander of the Constantinovian Military School, stung 
by 8 report which the troops under him had received 
from Lieut.-Gen. Machotim, retired to his tent and dis 
charged six chambers of a revolver at himself. Several 
of the shots struck his head, but he only died after 
some hours’ intense suffering. An infantry regiment 
banged away into the distance, and the bullets suddenly 
began to whizz about the ears of a regiment of dra- 
goons practicing field movements. i‘he officer in con - 
mand of the dragoons seemed oblivious cf the fact, ard 
when his attention was pointedly called to it, he replied, 
with the utmost nonchalance, that there was very little 
danger, and did not budge from the spot till one horse 
had been shot dead and another wounded. 

As the result of the Volunteer review at Edinburgh 
in a storm, 100 cases were treated during the day, most 
of which were attributable to exposure to the dreneh- 
ing rain; at another about for y cases were attended, 
and at the third some twenty-five—nearly all being 
ascribable to the more thau unpropitious weather. 

An Imperial ukase has been published, ordering that 
this year’s levy of recruits for the Russian army should 
be limited to 212,000 men instead of 235,000 as hither- 
to. The object of this measure is to lighten the bur- 
den of military service. An Imperial rescript issued 
at the same time provides for a diminution in the num- 
ber of appointments in the different branches of the 
army. 

Tue report on the recruiting of the German army 
shows that of the 1,153,385 men who were under arms, 
31,121 were declared absent without legal permission ; 
93,546 have not presented themselves as bound by law ; 
and 436,682 have been adjourned. The council of re- 
vision has declared that 82,706 were unfit to serve, 
123,904 have been incorpoated in the 15th Army 
Corps, and 71.818 enrolled in the 1st Reserve. 

Tue new Whitehead torpedo, which was recently 
brought to the notice of the Admiralty by the inventor, 
has been found to work satisfactorily, and will, probably 
eventually supersede the Woolwich pattern. 

Tue Russian Government is engaged examining a 
project drawn up by the Admiralty for replacing the 
torpedo-cutters at present in use on board the Baltic 
fizet by a fresh series, uniform throughout, and con- 
taining the latest improvements in vogue in England 
and America. The objection to the present series is 
that the vessels are all of various sizes and patterns, 
are in inany instances obsolete, and do not sufficiently 
provide against danger in a heavy sea. It is proposed 
that twenty cutters be put in hand at once, and finished 
by the opening of navigation next spring; and thirty 
more constructed next autumn and winter. 

A srray shot from one of the men in the boat of 
H. M. 8. Orwell, when engaged in rifle practice at 
Skull, Ireland, has cost the Crown $1,000, that amount 
having been handed to the woman who reccived the 
bullet in her hand. 

Tue privilege of wearing uniform when abroad, here- 

tofore limited to the attaches of foreign embassies, is in 
future to be granted to all officers of the Austrian army 
on applying previously for permission to the War 
fice. 
Tne Italian Minister of Marine visited Castellamare 
recently and went over the new ironclad, the /tala, 
uow nearly completed, in the dockyard of that city. 
Orders were given to urge on the works more rapidly. 

Takine the English and Scotch reviews togethr 
91,781 volunteers have marched by the Queen this 
year, or 44.4 per cent. of the enrolled, or 46.6 of. the 
efficient strength. 

Lizor. Warkins’s range-finder has been adapted, 
with some alterations in details, by Capt. Tromelin, of 
the French navy, to heavy guns of position. As used 
by the Freuch officer, the iustrument consists of two 
flat needles or bars, each moving parallel with optica} 
longitudinal axis of a telescope. Both needles work on 
a swall table, to which one tclescope and its needle are 
attached, this needle having a scale marked upon it. 
The second needle, or pointer, is worked upon the same 
table by an electric current, which keeps it parallel with 
the distant telescope. The distance between the two 
telescopes gives the base line for the triangulation of any 
distant object, such asa sbip in passing a shore fort. 
When the ship is sighted through both telescopes, the 
needles, by their intersecti:n, give the distance in 
metres of the vessel. The instrument has been used in
